Conference  Paper. — J.  S.  French  made  report  which 
was  adopted  as  follows: 

Your  committe,  appointed  last  vear,  to  take  under  consideration  the 
whole  question  of  a  Conference  organ  and  to  report  on  the  first  day  of 
our  Conference  next  year,  has  looked  into  the  matter  as  thoroughly  as 
has  been  possible  for  it  to  do.  Letters  containing  specifications  for  such 
a  paper  as  we  desired  were  sent  some  eight  or  ten  publishers  throughout 
our  bounds,  with  the  request  that  they  make  bids.  Several  did  not  reply 
at  all,  two  or  three  stated  they  were  not  prepared  to  publish  the  paper, 
and  two  submitted  bids.  The  lower  one  demonstrated  that  it  would  cost 
us  about  $11,000.00  per  year,  not  including  postage  nor  editor's  salary 
nor  other  necessary  expenses  for  stenographic  work,  travel,  etc.,  etc.,  and 
this  price  could  be  obtained  only  with  a  subscription  list  of  8,000. 

This  seems  to  us  prohibitive,  and  we  turned  our  attention  to  an 
examination  of  a  small,  four  page  publication,  only  to  find  that  the  same 
general  proposition  obtained  here.  The  actual  cost  of  publication  is 
much  less,  but  so  also  is  the  price  we  could  charge;  so  that  neither 
with  the  larger  nor  smaller  paper  were  we  able  to  devise  any  plan  which 
did  not  mean  a  loss  of  money. 

We  therefore  recomend  that  the  Conference  do  not  attempt  a 
publication  of  its  own.     We  see  no  way  to  finance  such  an   undertaking.

The  Holston  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  has  received  with  interest  the  proposal  of  the  stockholders  and 
Commissioners  of  the  Southern  Assembly  to  convey  the  ownership  and 
administration  of  the  assembly  to  a  Board  of  Trustees  to  be  elected  by 
Annual  Conferences  East  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

Therefore,    Be    It    Resolved,    First,    That    the    Holston    Conference 
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accepts  said  proposition  and  will  co-operate  in  the  proposed  plans  on  the 
basis  set  forth. 

Second,  that  this  Conference  endorses  and  commends  to  our  people 
an  appeal  for  voluntary  contributions  for  the  enlargement  and  better 
equipment  of  the  Assembly  that  it  may  serve  the  interests  of  the  Church 
in  the  most  efficient  way. 

Third,  That  this  Conference  does  not  assume  any  liability  for  any 
financial  obligations  of  the  Southern  Assembly,  nor  is  said  Conference 
either  financially  or  morally  obligated  for  any  present  or  future  indebted- 
ness of  said  Assembly.  We  hope  and  believe  that  it  will  be  amply  sus- 
tained by  the  thousands  who  shall  benefit  by  it  and  by  those  who  habitual- 
ly support  the  great  and  worthy  institutions  of  our  Church. 

Fourth,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees,  created  by  this  Conference  in 
co-operation  with  other  Annual  Conferences,  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  secure  incorporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  whenever  in  its  discretion  incorporation  mav  be  necessary  or 
desirable  for  the  better  discharge  of  its  trust. 

Fifth,  That  Dr.  J.  A.  Baylor  be  elected  a  Trustee  of  the  Southern 
Assembly  to  serve  one  year  and  that  Mr.  Fred  Carter,  be  elected  to  serve 
as  Trustee  for  two  years,  and  as  their  terms  expire  one  Trustee  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  two  years  at  each  session  of  this  Conference  hereafter. 

Sixth,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  submit  annually  to  each  of 
the  co-operating  Conferences  a  full  report  of  the  condition  and  operations 
of  the  Southern  Assembly,  together  with  such  recommendations  as  the 
Board  may  deem  advisable. 

Seventh,  The  above  acceptance  on  the  part  of  the  Holston  Con- 
ference shall  not  be  effective  until  at  least  nine  other  Annual  Conferences 
East  of  the  Mississippi  River,  have  accepted  this  proposal  on  similar  terms.

Amend  Section  VII,  Paragraph  107,  Answer  1,  so  as  to  read:  "The 
Church  Conference  shall  be  composed  of  all  the  members  of  the  Church 
above  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  in  the  event  the  Church  can  not  be 
assembled  then,  the  board  of  stewards,  the  officers  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society,  the  officers  of  the  Sunday  School,  the  officers  of  the 
Senior  Epworth  League,  the  officers  of  the  Wesley  Brotherhood,  and  the 
officers  of  the  Board  of  Lav  x-lctivities,  the  local  preachers,  exhorters,  and 
resident  members  of  an  Annual  Conference;  the  pastor  shall  be  presi- 
dent, and  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference.  These  shall 
have  authority  to  transact  all  business  pertaining  to  the  Church  Con- 
ference. 

Paragraph   108,  Answer  2,  remains  unchanged. 

Change  paragraph  109,  as  to  read;  Paragraph  109,  Answer  3.  The 
Conference  shall  elect  a  Committee  on  Missions  to  serve  one  vear,  who 
shall  superintend  and  direct  all  missionary  interest  of  the  church:  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  one  member  from  the  church  at  large, 
one  member  each  from  the  Woman's  Missionarv  Societv,  Sunday  School, 
Senior  Epworth  League,  and  one  member  from  the  Board  of  Lay 
Activities. 

Answer  4,  It  shall  also  appoint  a  Membership  Committee  of  three 
members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  seek  out  Methodists  having  moved 
within  the  charge  and  report  their  names  to  the  pastor  that  they  may 
have  pastoral  oversight.  They  shall  also  report  the  names  of  any  who 
have  moved  away  from  the  church  without  a  certificate,  and  any  that 
have  been  lost  sight  of,  and  so  far  as  possible,  their  places  of  abode.     And 
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the  pastor  shall  upon  such  information  forthwith  send  to  such  member, 
or  members,  a  certificate  of  his  membership,  or  to  the  pastor  in  whose 
charge  such  member  resides.  If  a  member  is  lost  sight  of,  after  due 
diligence,  the  Conference  may  drop  his  name  from  the  roll,  provided, 
if  the  member  returns,  and  so  desires,  the  Conference  may  restore  such 
a  one  to  membership.  But  in  such  case  it  must  be  done  by  v^ote  of  the 
Conference.

BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 
Report  No.   1 
Your    Board    of    Missions    desires    to    report    upon    the    large    aspect 
of  missions  before  entering  upon  a  consideration  of  our  own  Conference 
missionary  work. 

The  coming  year  marks  the  close  of  the  first  quadrennium  of  the 
new  missionary  policy  of  our  Church,  which  provided  for  an  intensive^ 
period, of  cultivation  in  January  and  February,  and  a  free-will  mission- 
ary offering.  The  results  of  this  policy  are  well  known.  It  freed  our 
Church  of  a  crushing  burden  of  debt.  It  stopped  the  annual  deficits  in 
our  missionary  budget.  It  enabled  us  to  send  out  a  corps  of  new  mis- 
sionaries to  fill  up  the  ranks  which  had  been  depleted.  It  saved  our 
missionary  work  in  the  hour  of  seeing  disaster.  At  the  same  time  it  has 
stimulated  the  missionary  spirit  and  increased  the  missionary  knowledge 
of  the  Church  in  a  remarkable  degree.  During  the  quadrennium  we  will 
have  placed  more  than.  400,000  missionary  books  in  the  homes  of  oui 
people,  who  do  not,  we  fear,  buy  many  religious  volumes;,  this  record  is 
unapproached  by  any  other  denomination  in  the  nation  and  will  surely 
result  in  a  deepening  of  spiritual  life.  The  same  could  be  said  of  the 
work  of  the  district  missionary  institute,  the  schools  of  missions,  and  other 
features  of  the  new  policy. 

This  policy  has  laid  work  upon  us  all.  Some  have  felt  it  to  be 
irksome.  But  it  has  advanced  the  kingdom  of  the  Lord  throughout  the 
world  and  we  are  ready  to  gird  our  loins  again  in  the  supreme  endeavor. 

Your  Board  of  Missions  therefore  proposes  the  following  resolutions 
for  your  consideration  and  adoption: 

L  We  are  profoundly  grateful  to  God  for  the  success  of  the  mis- 
Monary  cultivation  movement  during  the  past  three  years,  and  we  con- 
gratulate and.  thank  the  presiding  elders,  pastors,  and  people  whose  self- 
sacrificing  work  made  such  success  possible. 

2.  We  pledge  our  hearty  support  to  the  movement  during  the 
coming  year,  pledging  ourselves  to  work  heartily  for  the  success  of  the 
study  period  and  to  endeavor  to  raise  the  full  share  of  our  Conference 
assessment  in  the  free-will  offering. 

3.  We  respectfully  ask  our  presiding  ciders  to  hold  their  miS' 
sionary  institutes,  provided  for  in  the  Discipline,  early  in  January,  tf 
make  them  wholly  and  distinctly  missionary,  and  to  name  the  exact  dates 
and  places  for  these  institutes  before  the  adjournment  of  this  Conference.

Report  No.   2 

These  days  have  been  difficult  ones  for  all  denominations  in  mis- 
sionary  administration.  We  live  in  a  time  of  transition,  when  founda- 
tions and  fundamentals  are  being  questioned.      This   is  true   not  only  oi 
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religion  and  the  church  but  of  every  department  of  life,  individual  and 
corporate.  Yet,  in  the  end,  humanity  is  satisfied  only  with  truth  anJ 
reality.  Christ  is  the  "way,  the  truth  and  the  life"  and  the  nations  need 
and  want  him  and  not  a  form  of  verbiage  or  the  mere  mechanics  oi 
rel'gion. 

To  question  and  weaken  the  missionary  ideal  is  to  deal  a  blow  to 
Christ  and  ultimately  destroy  the  basal  sill  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
Jesus  was  God's  first  missionary  to  our  planet.  As  soon  as  he  had  made 
his  spirit  and  life  glow  in  the  souls  of  his  disciples,  he  gave  them  the 
'^ery  genius  of  the  Christian  system,  "Go  ye  into  all   the  world." 

Amidst  all  the  difficulties  in  reaching  peoples  of  different  tongues, 
ind  habits  of  thought  from  our  own,  this  idea  has  prevailed  and  the 
marvel  is  that  we  have  done  so  well  with  so  small  a  force.  Through  all 
discouragements,  the  great  missionary  agencies  have  patiently  and  heroic- 
ally carried  on  despite  the  fact  that  criticism,  doubt  and  pessimism  have 
shot  their  poisonous  arrows  at  all  we  hold  worth  while. 

According  to  the  law  of  pragmatism  and  common  sense,  deeds  are 
the  acid  tes;  and  Jesus  added  the  force  of  his  personality  to  such  con- 
ceptions when  he  proclaimed,  "By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them." 
Hence,  we  feel  that  it  shall  profit  us  to  consider,  briefly,  some 
successes  on  the  mission  fields  where  we  labor.  We  are  fortunate  in  that 
we  have  many  outstanding  events  to  encourage  the  church  in  its  mission- 
ary endeavor  and  we  chronicle  a  few  that  they  may  be  passed  along  the 
far-flung  line  to  cheer  the  mind  and  heart  in  the  great  work  the  church 
is  attempting  in  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom. 

Referring  to  the  very  fine  and  full  content  of  our  new  Missionary 
Year  Book,  cur  General  Board  has  been  busv  with  readjustments  and 
replacements.  Seventeen  new  missionaries  have  been  sent  out  by  the 
General  Board  and  twenty-four  bv  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
this  year.  In  China  the  Central  Council  has  been  organized  and  is  suc- 
cessfully administering  church  affairs  in  that  disturbed  area.  In  Japan, 
Kwansi  Guaquin  has  been  moved  and  enlarged  and  the  prospects  are  that 
we  shall  soon  have  one  of  the  great  schools  of  the  far  East.  In  poor  and 
oppressed  Korea,  the  church  has  been  relieved  of  a  burden  in  the  sale  of 
Textile  Industrial  Institute.  This  prostrate  land  needs  our  prayers  and 
all  the  help  wc  can  give  it.  Cuba  has  received  the  largest  number  of 
new  members  in  the  history  of  that  mission.  Likewise  in  Brazil,  our  three 
Conferences  have  had  a  decided  increase  in  membership  and  progress  in 
all  departments  of  church  work.  In  Mexico  we  have  had  a  ten  per  cent 
increase  in  membership  and  our  church  has  wisely  administered  its  affairs, 
though  it  has  worked  under  the  most  trying  conditions.  We  sought  to 
adapt  ourselves  to  the  new  laws  enacted  by  the  Mexican  government,  and 
by  this  policv,  wc  have  added  to  stabilization  in  other  lands.  Wc  arc  now 
on  the  wav  to  greater  and  better  achievements  than  ever  before.  In 
Europe  and  Africa  the  church,  in  it's  ministr}-,  has  met  some  physical, 
social  and  industrial  needs.  This  has  made  us  strong  and  laid  the  founda- 
tion for  spiritual  returns  on  a  large  scale. 
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The  report  of  this  year's  work  in  the  home  land  has  been  of  the 
best.  The  various  schools  and  colleges  have  prospered.  An  indebtedness 
■of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  on  our  colleges  in  the  West  has  been 
paid.  It  is  gratifying  that  in  that  large  field  of  possibilities — our  rural 
work — progress  has  been  made  and  some  consolidated  churches  have  be- 
«:ome  self  supporting.  '  Our  general  evangelists  are  giving  themselves  to  a 
-ampaign  of  revivals  in  all  our  country  places.  Evangelism  is  the  funda- 
mental work  of  the  Kingdom.  We  recommend  that  every  pastor  offer  his 
services  for  at  least  one  meeting  without  pay — above  his  regular  expenses. 
We  should  enter  wholeheartedly  into  this  great  task,  so  fraught  with 
opportunity  and  lasting  good. 

The  Home  Board  has  taken  an  important  step  forward  in  securing 
a  secretary  of  its  industrial  department.  This  will  aid  us  in  the  years 
ahead  as  we  meet  new  situations  in  this  rapidly  developing  South.  The 
Good  Will  Industries  have  had  the  best  year  in  their  history,  and  are 
accomplishing  much  good.  The  work  of  the  Woman's  Council  has  pros- 
pered in  all  these  lands.  ■  They  have  shared  in  all  the  toils  and  sacrifices 
and  hence  rejoice  in  all  the  victories.  By  their  loyalty,  patience,  tenacity 
and  unselfish  service  they  have  done  great  things.  Their  total  budget  was 
$1,260,954. 

Our  own  Conference  Board  of  Missions  appropriated,  last  year, 
$9,850  to  mission  charges  to  specials.  These  charges  report  5,100  pro- 
fessions and  additions  to  the  church.  Triangular  Mountain  Institute  has 
done  a  good  work  in  spite  of  many  difi"iculties.  Hiwassee  College  reports 
another  good  year  with  fifty-four  graduates,  an  increased  patronage  and 
extension  of  usefulness.  By  Conference  action  on  an  appropriation  for 
Hiwassee  last  year,  this  college  was  enabled  to  increase  its  equipment  and 
raise  its  standards  to  secure  a  place  among  the  accredited  schools  of  the 
South.  This  action  has  already  borne  fruit  for  the  good  of  the  school  in 
many  ways.  We  make  grateful  acknowledgement  of  these  appropriations, 
which,  of  course,  are, to  be  continued.  The  Pastor's  School,  held  at  Emory, 
August  19-20,  was  a  pronounced  success,  and  registered  high  in  genuine 
study. 

Your  Conference  Board  has  cooperated  in  the  January  and  Febru- 
ary cultivation  campaign.  Dr.  O.  E.  Goddard,  J.  A.  Baylor  and  your 
president  made  a  tour  of  the  Conference,  visiting  the  Missionary  Insti- 
tutes. Presiding  elders  and  pastors  gave  wise  leadership  and  our  laity 
hearty  cooperation.  About  8,000  copies  of  "The  Methodist  Evangel'' 
were  sold. 

Holston  Conference  has  made  a  good  record  this  year,  on  benevol- 
ences and  maintenance.  Throughout  the  connection,  the  record  of 
$2,100,000  on  Missionary  Maintenance  and  the  work  done  in  missionary 
education  is  quite  an  achievement.  It  is  an  indication  of  real  Christian 
statesmanship  on  the  part  of  our  last  General  Conference  in  its  adoption 
of  the  present  missionary  program.  These  results  encourage  the  church 
to  hold  on  to  all  her  gains  and  to  go  forward  in  her  efforts  to  preach  the 
gospel   to  every  creature.      We   agree   with   Dr.   O,   E.   Goddard   that   the 
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chief  need  is  a  strong  native  ministry,  a  better  program  of  religious  work 
in  the  local  church  and  an  international  revival.

Rerort  No.   3 

A  report  of  the  Committee  on  Findings  of  the  Industrial  Conference 
held  at  Emory  and  Henry  College  in  August  is  hereby  recorded. 

The  reports  have  brought  to  us  the  great  industrial  needs  of  our 
section,  and  enabled  us  to  see  them  in  the  large  as  they  have  been  un- 
folded to  us,  and  as  these  constitute  a  mighty  challenge  to  our  faith,  our 
love,  and  our  loyalty  to  the  people  of  our  native  hills. 

We  wish  to  enumerate  some  of  the  outstanding  facts  set  forth  in 
the  reports  made  by  the  ten  presiding  elders  and  pastors.  Many  of  the 
districts  reported  new  industries  within  their  borders.  The  Bluefield 
District  could  establish  twelve  new  charges,  and  the  Tazewell  fifteen. 
In  Buchanan  County,  there  are  2,500  children  who  are  not  in  Sunday 
School.  The  reports  showed  that  one  new  charge  should  be  formed  at 
Elizabethton.  In  the  Pound  section  where  we  have  already  placed  a 
preacher,  out  of  a  population  of  5  0,000,  there  are  only  5,000  church 
members.  In  the  Kingsport  community,  out  of  a  population  of  15,000 
only  1,500  are  in  Sunday  School.  In  the  Cleveland  District,  seven  of 
eight  churches  were  reported  as  dropped. 

Twenty-five  years  ago  a  large  per  cent  of  the  people  moving  in 
from  the  country  to  town  were  Methodists,  while  now  eighty  per  cent  are 
members  of  other  churches  or  of  no  church.  At  Alcoa  a  $10,000,000 
aluminum  plant  is  in  operation  and  a  $25,000,000  plant  is  being  pro- 
jected. In  Chattanooga  we  have  the  greatest  industrial  and  manufacturing 
district  in  the  Conference.  This  is  the  greatest  hosiery  producing  com- 
munity in  the  world.  More  than  400  different  articles  are  manufac- 
tured in  the  Chattanooga  area.  In  this  rapidly  growing  community,  if 
we  had  the  money  to  build,  and  to  place  a  preacher,  three  or  four  more 
charges  could  be  opened  at  once.  The  Morristown  District  reported 
unoccupied  territory  in  Granger,  Hancock  and  Washington  Counties  that 
needed  immediate  attention. 

In  all  this  Appalachian  section  we  have  large  agricultural  resources, 
fine  climate,  and  abundance  of  timber,  coal  and  other  minerals,  with 
unlimited  water  power  for  making  electric  energy  and  a  large  supply  of 
guest  labor  to  be  found  on  the  continent.  For  the  vast  resources  of  this 
great  country  we  give  thanks  to  God  and  recognize  him  as  the  giver  of 
all  life  and  the  maker  of  all  things.  We  are  interested  _ in  holding  this 
country  for  our  Christ  and  Church.  But  we  are  not,  and  should  not, 
be  content  with  the  present  state  of  society  and  the  church.  We  should 
yearn  for  larger  and  richer  conquests  for  our  Lord  as  the  country 
develops.  Our  chief  work  is  to  be  preachers  of  religion  and  bearers  of  glad 
tidings.  But  if  we  are  to  bring  the  church  with  its  gospel  of  helpful- 
ness to  the  all-round  life  to  these  assembling  multitudes  from  every- 
where we  must  bestir  ourselves. 
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As  one  of  the  chief  evangelical  forces  of  the  nation,  Methodism 
has  a  peculiar  responsibility  upon  her  to  meet  this  religious  need.  If  we 
shirk  our  duty  and  fail  to  seize  this  golden  opportunity  from  inertia, 
greed  or  lack  of  vision,  God  will  raise  up  others  to  feed  his  flock  and 
lead  them  to  the  fountains  of  salvation.  That  we  may  measure  up  to 
this  unprecedented  opportunity  we  pledge  ourselves  to  a  more  intelligent, 
thorough  and  Christ-like  study  of  the  field  and  problems  that  con- 
front us.  The  immediate  eff^ect  of  these  vast  conditions  upon  us  is  to  present 
a  challenge  to  our  loyalty  and  consecration  so  that  we  feel  as  presiding 
elders,  pastors,  and  laymen  we  should  go  out  with  a  greater  incentive  and 
new  zeal  to  bring  in  full  collections  on  benevolences  where  at  all  possible. 

Your  committee   makes   recommendations   as   follows: 

1.  That  each  presiding  elder  select  in  his  district  one  industrial 
or  rural  project  for  intensive  study,  cultivation  and  development  for  the 
next  twelve  months. 

2.  That  we  look  with  favor  upon  the  plans  for  a  closer  cooper' 
ation  between  Conference  and  General  Boards,  including  the  Woman's 
Board,  in  our  endeavors  to  meet  the  present  crisis  that  is  on  the  church 
in  this  territory. 

3.  That  we  undertake  to  make  a  better  distribution  of  our  funds, 
looking  toward  permanency  and  self-support  where  possible. 

4.  That  we  call  attention  of  the  General  Boards  to  the  largeness 
of  our  task  for  Conference  development  alone;  that  we,  therefore,  ask 
for  all  the  aid  possible  as  we  enter  these  new  fields  and  take  upon  us 
these  larger  tasks. 

5.  That  we  go  on  record  as  asking  the  General  Board  of  Missions 
and  the  Pastors'  School  to  cooperate  in  bringing  this  Industrial  Confer- 
ence back  next  year. 

6.  That  we  approve  the  plan  of  the  General  Sunday  School  Board 
in  its  dual  extension  program  and  that  we  suggest  hearty  cooperation 
with  the  Extension  Secretary  to  the  end  that  this  arm  of  strength  may 
be  used  to  the  limit  in  all  these  places  of  indusrial  and  country  need. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  convey  to  our  good  Bishop  H.  M.  DuBose 
our  indebtedness,  who  at  every  stage  of  the  work  has  given  nothing  but 
strong  and  whole-hearted  sympathy,  support,  and  counsel. 

We  would  also  express  our  appreciation  to  Rev.  J.  L.  Ferguson, 
Superintendent  of  the  Industrial  Department  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
who  has  so  wisely  and  efficiently  organized  and  brought  to  us  this  school 
with  all  its  speakers  and  helpers.  It  is  also  the  wish  of  the  Committee 
to  have  associated  with  us  next  year  in  this  work  more  fully  the  great 
agricultural  interests  of  our  Conference.

Wolfe  and  Mr.  L.  M.  Thomas  for  membership  on  the  General  Board 
of  Missions.

SPIRITUAL  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH 

"God  is  a  spirit;  and  they  that  worship  him  must  worship  him  in  spirit 
and  in  truth."  The  heart  of  our  holy  religion  is  its  spirituality.  If  we 
fail  at  .this  point  wc  fail  in  all.  The  reports  made  in  this  Conference 
indicate  that  we  have  a  minority  in  our  churches  who  are  deeply  spiritual. 
Never  in  the  history  of  the  church  have  we  had  a  finer  minority  than 
we  have  today;  but  a  large  majority  of  Methodists  fail  of  their  high 
privileges  in  Christ  Jesus.  Their  religion  does  not  occupy  the  first  place. 
It  has  been  forced  to  take  a  second  place.  Their  children  get  the  wrong 
idea  of  the  church,  when  they  see  how  lightly  their  parents  deal  with 
the  matter  of  religion.  The  time  has  come  when  we  as  ministers  and 
laymen  must  give  our  most  serious  thought  and  earnest  prayer  to  the 
spiritual    condition    of   the    church.      Too   many   of   our   members    never 
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attend  the  services  at  all.  Many  attend  only  occasionally  and  scarcely 
come  under  the  spiritual  influence  of  our  worship  services.  How  in  the 
world  can  we  minister  unto  their  spiritual  needs.'' 

The  deepest  hunger  of  the  world  is  the  spiritual  hunger.  Although 
men  may  not  recognize  it,  their  hearts  cry^  out  for  the  living  God.  All 
over  the  world  and  in  all  nations  men  are  in  search  of  God.  They  arc 
feeding  on  the  husks.  They  have  not  found  that  which  will  satisfy  the 
deepest  hunger  of  the  soul. 

Christ  alone  is  the  answer  of  the  living  God  to  this  cry  of  the 
human  heart.  Everything  else  has  failed.  The  non-Christian  religions 
of  the  world  have  been  tried  and  they  have  failed.  The  philosophies 
of  the  world  have  failed  to  meet  this  need.  The  modern  rush  for  money 
and  pleasure  is  beginning  to  leave  the  people  disappointed  and  sick  at 
heart.  "Unto  whom,  O  Lord,  shall  we  turn  but  unto  thee?"  "Thou 
hast  the  words  of  eternal  life."  The  apostle  Paul  faced  a  world  very 
much  like  ours  with  his  gospel  of  Jesus  an'\d  the  resurrection.  He  deter- 
mined to  know  nothing  save  Jesus  Christ  and  him  crucified.  This 
gospel  won  its  way  in  the  Greek  world  and  in  the  Roman  Empire.  It 
will  win  its  way  today.  Let  us  not  be  discouraged  with  the  confusion 
and  worldliness  of  the  present  hour,  but  rather  let  us  accept  the  challenge 
as  the  greatest  opportunity  that  ever  faced  a  generation  of  preachers  of 
the  gospel. 

Who  knows  but  that  Methodism  has  come  to  the  kingdom  for  such 
a  time  as  this?  The  highest  privilege  ever  given  to  man  is  to  feed  the 
hungry.  The  multitudes  were  hungry  in  the  days  of  Jesus;  they  are 
hungry  today — spiritually  hungry.  Let  us  make  sure  that  they  do  not 
leave  our  churches  hungry.     Let  us  feed  them  on  the  bread  of  life. 

The  Jerusalem  Conference  called  the  Christian  Churches  of  the 
world  to  prayer  for  a  great  spiritual  awakening.  Our  own  church  has 
called  us  to  our  knees  for  a  heartfelt  and  genuine  revival  of  experimental 
religion  throughout  all  our  borders.  We  call  upon  both  preachers  and 
laymen  to  search  their  hearts  and  to  give  themselves  unto  prayer  and  the 
diligent  study  of  God's  Holy  Word  that  their  hearts  may  be  prepared 
and  that  the  hearts  of  our  people  may  be  prepared  for  the  coming  of 
this  revival.  It  may  not  be  a  revival  in  which  we  can  count  great  num- 
bers, but  a  revival  of  deep  spiritual  currents  and  the  reality  of  God  shall 
be  brought  back  to  the  people. 

If  any  one  doubts  the  important  place  of  revivals  in  Methodism,  let 
him  read  the  history  of  the  church.  Methodism  was  forged  in  the  fires 
of  evangelical  passion.  No  man  planned  it.  It  was  born  to  meet  a  neces- 
sity. John  Wesley  is  called  the  founder  of  Methodism.  Strictly  speak- 
ing, this  is  not  true.  God  is  the  founder  of  Methodism.  Mr.  Wesley 
never  advocated  the  organization  of  the  Methodist  Church.  He  fought 
against  it.  Methodism  was  not  a  new  doctrine,  but  a  new  birth;  not  a 
new  church,  but  a  new  creation.  That  was  a  wonderful  day  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  world  when  John  Wesley  went  to  Aldersgate  Street  and 
listened  to  the  reading  of  Luther's  Preface  to  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans. 
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As  Luther  described  the  change  which  God  works  in  the  heart  through 
faith  in  Christ,  Mr.  Wesley  says:  "I  felt  my  heart  strangely  warmed.  I 
felt  I  did  trust  in  Christ,  Christ  alone,  for  salvation;  and  an  assurance 
was  given  me  that  He  had  taken  away  my  sins,  even  mine,  and  saved 
me  from  the  law  of  sin  and  death."  This  is  Methodism's  sheet-anchor 
that  has  enabled  it  to  weather  the  storms  of  persecution  and  opposition 
and  bless  its  efforts  in  bringing  many  sons  and  daughters  to  God.  If 
God  needed  the  Methodist  Church  and  blessed  its  evangelistic  efforts  in 
that  day,  he  needs  it  today.  God  wants  to  bring  a  lost  world  to  Christ. 
The  Methodist  Church  has  heartened  every  other  denomination  in  its 
evangelistic  efforts.  We  shall  lose  our  crown  if  we  lose  our  reviving 
power.  Your  committee  realizes  the  importance  of  the  pre-Easter  services 
in  behalf  of  the  children  and  the  grown  people,  that  thev  mav  be  brought 
to  a  knowledge  of  Christ  and  brought  into  the  membership  of  the  church. 
We  would  urge,  as  far  as  possible,  that  all  of  our  pastors  observe  the  pre- 
Easter  period  as  a  great  time  of  evangelistic  effort. 

Alany  of  us  received  our  experience  of  God  in  the  old  log  school 
house,  or  at  some  other  humble  place.  We  believe  in  a  vital  religious 
experience,  and  we  hope  that  an  old-fashioned  revival,  with  its  stirring 
messages,  its  prayers,  its  tears,  and  its  shouts  of  new  born  souls,  will  come 
to  all  our  people.  This  is  what  made  Methodism  irresistible  in  the 
past.     Oh,  that  it  might  come  to  all  our  people  in  the  near  future! 

The  home,  at  one  time  a  powerful  spiritual  agency,  is  threatened 
by  our  modern  civilization.  The  members  of  the  familv  do  not  eat  at 
the  same  time,  nor  do  they  work  and  sleep  at  the  same  time.  Many 
family  altars  are  broken  down.     What  can  we  do  to  save  the  home? 

We  must  put  special  emphasis  on  the  sacredness  of  the  family  and 
upon  family  religion.  If  we  want  to  do  it,  we  can  find  a  time  when  most 
of  the  members  of  the  family  can  be  present  for  worship.  We  must 
fight  for  the  family  altar  just  as  we  have  had  to  fight  for  every  thing 
else  that  is  worthwhile.  Let  us  as  ministers  and  Sunday  School  workers 
band  ourselves  together  to  save  the  Christian  home.  Let  us  make  special 
effort  to  enlist  our  voung  people  in  all  of  the  worship  services  and  in 
the  entire  program  of  the  church.

TEMPERANCE  AND  SOCIAL  SERVICE 

"Brethren,  the  church  is  of  God  and  will  be  preserved  to  the  end 
of  time."  Thus  begins  a  ritualistic  pronouncement  of  our  church  that 
has  been  heard  by  generations  present  and  past.  To  some  it  has  meant 
much,  to  others  little,  and  to  many  nothing  at  all.  To  even  a  casual 
observer  there  is  a  part  of  our  membership  believing  that  the  church  is 
to  be  preserved  by  its  members  observing  its  ordinances  and  supporting  its 
institutions;  being  in  accord  with  it,  and  therefore  friendly  to  it.  There 
is  another  part,  and  entirely  too  large  a  part,  evidently  believing  that 
if  the  church  is  to  be  preserved  it  is  to  be  done  by  divine  power  exclu- 
sively— for  to  them   the  Avill   of  the  church   is   irksome,   the  program   of 
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the  church  is  futile,  and  any  position  taken  by  the  church  on  anv  con- 
troversial matter  is  alv/ays  wrong.  Their  opinions,  utterances  and  actions 
reflect,  and  coincide  with  the  opinions  utterances  and  actions  of  those  who 
are  openly  and  avowedly  opposed  to  the  church  and  who  seek,  at  all  times, 
by  false  charges,  sarcasm,  satire  and  fallacious  reasoning  to  frustrate  its 
purposes  and  retard  its  progress. 

When  at  any  time,  and  in  defense  of  any  moral  issue,  those  of  us 
who  are  delegated  and  authorized  to  represent  us,  become  active  and 
effective  in  their  office  work,  they  not  only  meet  unfair  and  often  un- 
principled opposition  from  without  the  church,  which  is  to  be  expected, 
but  also  from  within  the  church  they  are  attacked  directly  or  indirectly 
— openly  or  covertly,  and  always  with  the  verbal  barrage — "the  church 
should  have  nothing  to  do  with  that." 

There  seems  to  be  becoming  more  and  more  prevalent  the  idea  that 
in  matters  of  a  spiritual  nature,  we  should  function  as  bodiless  souls — 
and  in  matters  secular  we  should  function  as  soulless  bodies;  that  the  one 
is  one  and  the  other  another,  and  never  the  twain  should  meet;  that  the 
church  and  religion  are  sort  of  sacred  relics  that  are  to  be  put  away 
in  some  dark,  unfrequented  place  and  never  disturbed  except  for  funeral 
occasions:  that  the  church  and  religion  have  no  place  among  the 
live  ones,  but  provide  a  very  nice  ceremony  for  disposition  of  the  dead 
ones:  that  the  son  of  God  is  acceptable  as  a  Savior,  if  he  will  save 
willy-nilly,  but  as  a  sovereign  to  reign  and  rule  in  the  affairs  of  life  he 
is  not  to  be  considered. 

The  religion  that  was  established  by  our  Lord  and  Christ  has  to  do 
with  all  the  attitudes  and  relationships  of  humanity,  and  deals  with  all 
phases  of  the  present  life  as  well  as  the  life  to  come,  and  to  undertake 
to  segmentize  or  compartmentize  the  spiritual  from  the  intellectual  and 
physical  is  to  attempt  that  which  is  not  only  impossible  of  accomplish- 
ment but  exceedingly  dangerous  to  those  who  attempt  it. 

The  foregoing  has  been  said  to  center  our  thinking  for  a  little 
while,  at  least,  on  the  necessity  of  a  decided  change  of  attitude  on  part 
of  a  large  number  of  our  people  before  our  church  can  become  a  more 
effective  force  in  carrying  forward  its  program  of  Temperance  and  Social 
Service.  Since  our  last  Annual  Conference,  our  people,  with  all  other 
citizens  of  our  nation,  have  expressed  themselves  as  to  their  attitude 
toward  the  eighteenth  amendment  and  its  supporting  laws,  and  we  thank 
God  and  take  courage  in  the  decisiveness  of  their  expression. 

The  problem  of  creating  increased  respect  for,  and  observance  of, 
law  in  our  nation  is  yet  imminent  and  should  enlist  the  careful  thought 
and  exemplary  living  of  all  citizens.  We,  therefore,  heartily  endorse 
and  commend  those  of  our  church  and  nation  who  have  by  resolution, 
or  otherwise  assured  our  chief  executive  of  their  sympathy  and  support 
as  he  deals  with  this  gigantic  problem. 

We  thank  God  that  there  has  come  to  the  hearts  of  our  citizens 
and  the  citizens  of  other  nations  a  desire  for  peace  sufficiently  strong  to 
result   in   the   adoption   of  the   Kellogg  Peace   Pact,   which   outlaws  war. 
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We  express  our  pleasure  in  the  conference  soon  to  be  held  between  our 
nation  and  a  sister  nation  looking  to  their  further  disarmament,  and  hope 
that  we  are  rapidly  approaching  the  time  when  nations  shall  study  war 
no  more. 

We  are  deeply  interested  in  the  industrial  situation  in  the  nation 
and  especially  at  this  time  in  the  South.  There  is  one  law  which,  when 
applied  by  all  parties,  will  inevitably  settle  all  such  questions — it  is  the 
Golden  Rule — Christ's  Universal  law  of  love.  We  call  on  all  our 
members  to  adopt  it  in  their  dealings  and  to  recommend  it  whenever 
industrial  controversies  arise.

EPWORTH   LEAGUE   BOARD 

Report  No.    1 

The  time  and  space  usually  accorded  Conference  Boards  would 
scarcely  avail  for  a  bare  outline  of  a  few  of  the  activities  of  the  Epworth 
League.  Their  classifications  as  spiritual  work,  missionarv  work,  social 
service,  and  recreation  and  culture  indicate  their  inclusiveness  but  not 
their  great  and  varied  extension. 

The  weekly  devotional  meeting  of  the  P'.pworth  Leagues  of  our 
Conference  continues  to  grow  in  spiritual  strength  and  helps  to  meet 
the  need  for  the  expression  side  of  Christian  experience.  The  annual 
young  peoples'  revival  carried  on  mainlv  through  personal  evangelism  is 
rapidly  becoming  a  mighty  factor  for  bringing  the  younger  members  to  a 
personal  knowledge  of  Christ.  The  direct  appeal  of  the  special  objects 
in  missions  and  other  benevolences  in  the  Epworth  League  meets  with 
the  best  response,  even  in  these  days  of  the  missionary  slump,  by  which 
the  League  also  has  been  effected. 

The  League  has,  from  the  beginning,  supported  the  Congo  Mission 
and  furnished  the  recruits  for  its  quickly  changing  forces.  Our  church 
believes  that  wholesome  recreation  is  an  essential  of  normal  life;  also  that 
recreation  can  become  a  constructive,  educative  and  moralizing  factor 
only  when  dominated  by  religious  and  intellectual  principles  mere  pleas- 
ure does  not  cultivate.  The  Epworth  League  has  done  more  to  meet 
this  need  than  any  other  organization  in  the  church,  through  its  de- 
partment of  recreation  and  culture. 

We  now  have  243  Senior,  64  Hi  Leagues  and  95  Epworth  Junior 
Chapters  in  Holston  Conference,  with  a  total  membership  of  11,462 
There  has  been  a  very  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  Senior  Chapters 
this  year.  Another  increase  in  our  work  is  noted  in  our  four  new  Epworth 
League  Unions,  making  now  a  total  of  28  unions — 24  Seniors,  2  Hi- 
Leagues  and  2  Epworth  Junior  Lhiions.  Plans  are  under  way  for  two 
others;  our  slogan  is  "every  League  in  a  L^nion,"  so  far  as  possible  from 
the  standpoint  of  accessibility.  Thirteen  Senior  Listitutes  have  been  held, 
issuing  581  credits;  188  credits  were  issued  at  our  Summer  Assembly, 
making    a    total    of    769    Senior    credits    for    the    year.      One    Hi-League 
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Institute  has  been  held  issuing  64  credits.  One  High  League  Assembly 
at  Centenary  College  with  62  credits,  and  one  Hi-League  Camp  with  34 
credits,  making  a  total  of   160   Hi-League  credits  for  the  year. 

Our  Epworth  League  Board  is  co-operating  with  the  other  Boards 
of  our  Conference  in  making  possible  the  Pastor's  School  for  Christian, 
workers  at  Emory  and  Henry  College.  This  year  the  course  in  Epworth 
League  work  taught  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Culbreth  was  one  of  the  most  popular 
and  effective  of  the  entire  school. 

Three  summer  camps  have  been  held  this  year.  We  would  call 
special  attention  to  the  fact  that  programs  for  summer  camps  should  be 
planned  very  carefully  in  order  to  provide  spiritual  and  intellectual  as 
well  as  recreational  activities.  If  our  Conference  officers  can  be  of 
service  in  planning  these  programs  for  any  community  they  will  be 
glad  to  do  so. 

We  again  urge  the  most  loval  co-operation,  on  the  part  of  all 
pastors  and  churches  for  our  Executive  Secretary,  Miss  Elizabeth  Brown. 
She  is  favorably  known  in  every  charge  of  the  Conference.  Her  work 
speaks  its  own  message  of  unselfish  service. 

We  earnestly  solicit  the  co-operation  of  all  our  pastors  and  churches 
in  helping  to  make  Anniversary  Day  in  Holston  Conference  this  year  a 
great  factor  for  the  promotion  of  Epworth  League  work. 

In  conclusion  we  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  Covenant 
of  Prayer  for  the  General  Conference,  in  which  the  Epworth  League  is 
inviting  the  church  to  join.  A  fine,  and  in  come  cases  enthusiastic 
response  from  the  Epworth  League  Assemblies  greeted  this  proposal ;  a 
leaflet  setting  forth  and  recommending  the  plan  was  extensively  circu- 
lated. The  attention  given  the  proposal  bv  the  church  press  was  incon- 
siderable, save  for  a  few  exceptions.  We  trust,  however,  that  the 
privilege  and  duty  of  engaging  in  intercession  for  the  supreme  legislative 
body  of  our  church  may  have  received  large  personal  co-operation  on  the 
part  of  many  others  besides  Epworth  Leagues. 

Report  No.   2 

Be  it  Resolved  that  we  heartily  approve  the  effort  looking  toward 
the  unification  and  increasing  effectiveness  of  the  educational  processes 
of  the  church;  provided  however,  the  essential  principles  of  the  young 
people's  society  as  embodied  in  the  Epworth  League  be  preserved,  and 
that  no  attempt  be  made  to  separate  the  values  of  the  young  people's 
society  from  the  organization  by  which  they  have  been  hitherto  con- 
served and  developed.

WHEREAS,  it  has  been  reported  to  this  body  by  G.  L.  Hard- 
wick,  President  of  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodis' 
Episcopal   Church,    South,    Inc.,   that   under   the    last   will    and   testament 
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of  Mrs.  Myra  L.  Airhart,  deceased,  formerly  a  consecrated  member  of 
our  Church  at  Cleveland,  Tennessee,  her  entire  estate,  after  the  pay- 
ment of  her  personal  obligations,  was  willed  to  the  Holston  Conference, 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  placed  in  some  bank  and  the  interest  thereon 
used  each  year  for  either  home  or  foreign  missions;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  further  appears  from  said  report  that  as  a  result 
of  the  economic  and  painstaking  administration  of  said  estate  through 
the  Chancery  Court  at  Cleveland  by  our  late  Brother  Creed  F.  Bates, 
there  has  been  received  by  the  officers  and  representatives  of  said  corpora-

Brother  Bates  so  efficiently  handled  this  estate.

BIBLE   BOARD 

Throughout  the  history  of  the  American  Bible  Societ}-  it  has  been 
true  to  the  purpose  of  its  founders  in  encouraging  a  wider  circulation 
of  the  Scriptures.  Four  major  lines  of  activity  have  been  emphasized 
namely,  publication,  translation,  distribution,  and  work  among  the  blin^/ 
In  the  field  of  translation  the  Society  has  zealously  promoted  the  transla- 
tion of  the  Scriptures  into  new  tongues  and  dialects.  U'p'  to  this  date 
the  Bible  has  been  translated  into  169  languages — the  most  recent  trans- 
lation being  into  Lubalulua,  in  the  Belgian  Congo.  In  addition,  parts 
of  the  Bible  have  been  translated  into  684  other  tongues  so  that  the 
Bible  in  whole  or  in  part  has  been  translated  into  85  3  languages. 

In  regard  to  publication  no  eftort  has  been  made  for  the  purpose 
of  profit.  Bibles  and  portions  have  been  sold  at  cost.  The  major  con- 
cern  has  been  distribution.  By  means  of  agencies  scattered  over  the 
United  States,  numbering  ten,  and  strategically  located  foreign  agencies, 
totaling  twelve,  the  Society  has  during  its  history,  of  one  hundred  and 
thirteen  years  distributed  Bibles,  Testaments,  and  portions  to  the  amazing 
total  of  more  than  two  hundred  millions. 

In  1935  the  American  Bible  Society  began  its  ministry  to  the  blind. 
During  subsequent  years  approximately  seventy-five  thousand  volumes  of 
Scriptures  in  Braille  and  other  systems  have  been  issued  to  persons 
deprived  of  sight.  In  this  way  Jesus,  the  Light  of  the  world,  has 
appeared  to  those  who  walked  in  darkness. 

There  is  still  a  great  demand  for  the  Bible.  Every  year  new- 
translations  are  being  made  so  that  more  and  more  men  are  hearing  the 
message  of  salvation   in  their  own   language. 

We  wish  to  call  special  attention  to  the  completion  of  its  so  called 
penny  portion  of  the  series  of  the  books  of  the  New  Testament.  The 
entire  New  Testament  may  now  be  secured  in  eleven  small  volumes, 
selling  for  one   cent  each.      These   are   ideal   for   inexpensive   circulation. 

In  1928  the  Society  passed  the  eleven  million  mark  in  the  circula- 
tion of  the  Scriptures.  This  remarkable  achievement  marks  the  fourth 
year  in  succession  in  which  the  circulation  of  each  year  preceeding  has 
been   exceeded.      Quite   an    improvement   has   been   made    in   the   cost   of 
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publishing  the  Bible  for  the  blind,  so  that  a  50  per  cent  reduction  has 
been  made  in  the  price.  In  view  of  the  above  facts  vour  committee 
would  present  for  adoption  the  following  resolution: 

Whereas,  the  American  Bible  Society  in  carrying  on  its  work  of 
increasing  the  circulation  of  the  Scriptures  is  engaged  in  a  task  essential 
to  the  whole  Christian  enterprise,  be  it 

Resolved,  First — That  this  body  endorse  heartily  the  efforts  of 
the  Society  in  its  program  of  encouraging  a  wider  circulation  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  and  prayerfully  remember  the  Society  before  the  throne 
of  grace. 

Second — That  inasmuch  as  Sunday,  December  8,  1929,  has  been 
designated  as  Universal  Bible  Sunday,  the  ministers  of  this  body,  co- 
operate with  the  American  Bible  Society  in  directing  the  attention  of 
their  congregations  to  the  important  place  in  Christian  faith  which 
the  Holy  Scriptures  occupy. 

Resolved:  That,  whereas  there  is  in  the  Conference  Treasury  a 
fund  of  $222.63  that  is  not  being  used,  but  increases  each  year,  we 
hereby  ask  the  Conference  to  give  permission  -to  the  Bible  Board  to 
turn   over   this   amount   to  the   American    Bible    Society.

HOSPITAL  BOARDS 

Christ's  mission  in  the  world  was  not  only  to  teach,  but  to  heal. 
Speaking  to  his  disciples  he  said,  "greater  works  than  these  shall  ye,  do." 
Adoration  of  the  person  of  the  Lord,  humanity  to  the  needs  of  man- 
kind, and  loyalty  to  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  combine  to  make  the 
ministry  of  healing  one  of  the  majestic  movements  of  the  human  spirit. 
Christianity  must  be  a  healing  religion.  For  the  church  to  stand  be- 
tween the  marvelous  advances  of  medicine  and  surgery  on  the  one  hand, 
and  the  appalling  needs  of  the  sick  and  injured  on  the  other,  and  say 
"It  means  nothing  to  me"  would  be  unendurable.  The  victims  of  infant 
mortality,  the  martyrs  of  maternity,  the  memories  of  the  healing  Jesus 
would  rise  up  to  condemn  such  hard  neglect.  The  whole  hospital  situa- 
tion may  be  briefly  summed  up  in  the  following  array  of  hospital  facts: 

Twenty-three  years  ago  our  church  had  not  a  hospital  in  the  United 
States:  there  are  now  eleven  Southern  Methodist  hospitals.  Our  church 
has  opened  nine  hospitals  in  the  last  six  years.  Our  hospitals  now  have 
1,701  patient  beds;  they  are  treating  annually  32,275  patients.  Our  hos- 
pitals did  $400,000  worth  of  free  service  in  1928.  We  have  26  hospital 
buildings  and  40  acres  of  city  land.  We  have  ten  nurses  training 
schools,  training  690  young  women.  We  put  $1,500,000  into  hospitals 
in  1928.  Our  hospitals  are  worth  $9,5  00,000,  not  counting  the  Duke 
values.  The  Golden  Cross  raised  $66,000  in  1928.  The  Duke  Uni- 
versity, Durham^  N.  C,  is  now  building  a  teaching  and  healing  plant 
to  cost  $4,000,000,  which  will  have  an  endowment  of  $6,000,000. 
Our  hospitals  have  fine  patronage;   they  need  more  room. 
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We  would  urge  the  pastors  to  organize  Golden  Cross  Societies,  and 
take  collections  for  our  hospitals.  We  would  authorize  the  General 
Board  to  send  the  money  we  raise  to  the  Tucson  Tubercular  Hospital. 
We  ask  the  Conference  for  the  same  amount  of  money  as  last  year,  $150. 
We  ask  for  the  election  of  Rev.  R.  E.  Greer  as  Conference  Golden 
Cross  Director.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL   BOARD 

Although  handicapped  by  financial  shortage  your  Sunday  School 
Board  has  been  able  to  carry  out  an  effective  program  for  the  year,  the 
results  of  which,  if  tabulated  in  this  report,  would  make  it  unduly  long. 
Since  they  will  be  given  out  from  the  office  of  the  board,  we  are  omit- 
ting such  record  here. 

The  promulgation  of  new  programs  of  work,  the  introduction  of 
the  closely  graded  lessons,  the  facilities  for  allied  week-day  work,  the 
program  for  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  and  the  great  possibilities  in  child- 
hood and  youth  week,  open  to  the  workers  in  the  local  church  greatly 
increased  opportunities  for  service,  and  calls  upon  them  for  earnest  study 
and  effort. 

We  re-employ  Rev.  S.  S.  Boyer  as  Conference  Superintendent  of  Sun- 
day Schools,  and  Rev.  H.  B.  Brown  as  Rural  Extension  Secretary,  and 
commend  them  to  the  Conference  for  service.  The  financial  condition 
of  the  board  was  such  as  to  forbid  the  employment  of  a  paid  Elementary 
worker  at  this  time.  Mrs.  J.  H.  Parham,  for  love  of  the  work,  and  not 
being  willing  to  see  such  needed  ministry  entirely  dropped,  has  graciously 
offered  to  continue  the  work  as  a  voluntary  worker,  without  salary  until 
such  time  as  the  board  has  funds  with  which  to  employ  a  paid  worker. 
This  offer  your  board  has  accepted  most  thankfully,  and  we  commend 
Mrs.  Parham  to  our  schools  for  service. 

We  are  entering  officially  into  the  Virginia  Council  of  Religious 
Education  for  the  coming  year,  and  have  elected  Rev.  S.  S.  Boyer  to  the 
Educational  Committee,  and  will  name  three  members  of  the  Council 
which  is  our  quota,  based  on  our  membership  in  the  Virginia  section  of 
the   Conference. 

We  commit  ourselves  to  co-operate  in  the  Pastors'  School  at  Emory 
and  Henry  College.  We  endorse  the  continued  observance  of  the  Fifth 
Sunday  as  Orphanage  day,  and  urge  all  our  schools  to  observe  Missionary 
day  with  an  offering  in  the  Sunday  School,  thereby  training  up  a  mis- 
sionary church.  While  supporting  both  the  Sunday  School  mission  in 
the  foreign  field  and  the  rural  extension  work  in  Holston  Conference, 
we  have  adopted  the  following  goals: 

Ten  presiding  elders  taking  credit  in  Training  Course;  100  pastors 
taking  credit  in  Training  Course;  50  training  schools;  200  schools  par- 
ticipating in  Dual-Special;  12  County  Sunday  School  Conferences;  30 
Sunday  School   Institutes;    10   per   cent   increase   in  membership   in   each 
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district;  $2,500  offering  to  Sunday  School  Day  Fund,  with  an  offering 
for  each  pastoral  charge;  25  Vacation  Bible  Schools;  50  Programs  of 
Work  placed.

COMMISSION  ON  BUDGET 

We  wish  to  restate  our  method  of  distributing  our   assessments. 

1.  We  found  the  ratio  given  by  salaries  and  membership  and  dis- 
tributed the  total  amount  assessed  to  the  Conference  to  the  districts 
according  to  this  basis,  as  qualified  below. 

2.  We  classified  the  districts  under  four  groupings:  "Class  A", 
those  having  50  per  centum  or  more  of  their  membership  in  city  areas, 
to  wit:  Knoxville  District  and  Chattanooga  District,  and  gave  these 
districts  an  increase  of  12  per  cent  above  normal;  "Class  B",  those  having 
approximately  30  per  cent  of  the  membership  in  important  town 
churches,  Morristown,  Abingdon  and  Bluefield,  and  have  given  these 
a  similar  increase  of  3  per  cent  above  normal;  "Class  C"  rural  districts, 
to  wit:  Cleveland,  Radford,  Wytheville  and  Tazewell.  These  districts 
carry  a  normal  assessment.  "Class  D",  those  districts,  relatively  handi- 
capped on  account  of  large  mining  areas  where  salaries  do  not  represent 
a  Methodist  constituency  in  many  instances,  to  wit,  Bluefield  and  Big 
Stone  Gap  Districts,  and  gave  these  a  reduction  of  1 0  per  cent  below 
normal. 

Your  Commission  on  Budget  felt  that  in  the  face  of  financial  con- 
ditions prevailing  over  the  Conference  no  increase  should  be  recommended, 
and,  therefore,  we  have  tried  to  maintain  the  same  assessment  as  last 
year,  and  so  recommend  the  sum  of  $89,300  for  Conference  work  and 
our  General  assessment,  $79,279,  making  the  total  again,  $168,5  79.  We 
have  distributed  this  sum  to  the  districts  as  follows:

BOARD  OF  LAY  ACTIVITIES 

Report  No.    1 
The    laymen    of    the    church    show    an    increasing    interest    in    their 
opportunities   and   also   in   their   corresponding   responsibilities   in   connec- 
tion with  the  work  of  the  Kingdom.     It  is  less  difficult  to  secure  attend- 
ance   of   laymen    at    the    various    meetings    of    church    groups    than    ever 
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before,  and  the  readiness  with  which  Ln^'men  respond  to  the  calls  of  the 
Kingdom   is  indeed  very   encouraging. 

The  following  objectives  will  feature  the  work  of  the  Conference 
Board  of  Lav  Activities  for  the  coming  year; 

A. — Benevolences 

We  re-affirm  our  position  that  the  benevolences  represent  the  base- 
line of  our  church  work.  We  renew  our  slogan,  "One  hundred  per  cent 
collection  of  all  assessments,"  and  recommend  the  following  method  of 
handling  church  finances: 

L  Call  the  meeting  of  the  District  Board  of  Lav  Activities,  as 
provided  in  the  Discipline,  as  soon  after  Conference  as  is  at  all  possible. 

2.  Use  the  budget  plan  where  at  all  feasible. 

3.  Conduct  an  every-member  canvass  early  in  the  year  and  urge 
every  member  of  the  church  to  make  a  subscription  of  some  amount, 
however  small,   for  carrying  forward  the  church's  program. 

4.  Conduct  a  cultivation  campaign  through  the  use  of  literature, 
study  classes,  lay  speeches,  sermons  by  the  pastor,  and  in  such  other  ways 
as  will  inform  the  church  of  the  obligations  involved  in  the  vows  of 
church  membership. 

5.  Collect  the  assessments  systematically  and  remit  the  collections 
to   the   Conference   Treasurer   promptly. 

6.  If  the  single  budget  is  used,  prorate  the  collections  according  to 
the  claims  of  the  various  causes  represented. 

7.  Conduct  a  careful  check-up  and  endeavor  to  collect  at  least  one- 
half  the  benevolences  by  the  meeting  of  the  District  Conference. 

8.  Give  careful  attention  to  a  fair  and  equitable  distribution  of 
the  assessments  to  the  various  charges. 

B — Steivardshif 

It  is  our  firm  conviction  that  the  practice  of  the  principles  of  Chris- 
tian Stewardship  on  the  part  of  every  member  of  the  church  is  an  essen- 
tial and  fundamental  need.  We  emphatically  urge  the  appointment  of  a 
Stewardship  Committee  in  each  local  church,  as  provided  in  the  Discipline, 
and  express  the  hope  that  it  will  be  named  early  in  the  year. 

We  further  urge  the  development  of  a  Stewardship  conscience  through 
training  classes,  sermons,  lay  speeches,  and  the  use  of  stewardship  literature. 

C — Wesley  Brotherhood 
We  commend  the  work  of  the  Wesley  Brotherhoods  now  in  operation 
in  the  Conference  and  we  pledge  co-operation  in  maintaining  this  effort 
to  develop  the  man  power  of  the  church  in  Christian  fellowship,  prayer, 
and  personal  evangelism. 

D — La\man\^  Day 
We  recommend  June  8,   1930  as  "La}-man's  Day." 

E — '■'■Methodist  Lawman'' 
We    recommend    the    appointment    of    an    agent    in    each    charge    to 
represent  the  Methodist  La\man  as  the  official  organ  of  the  Board  of  Lay 
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Activities.  As  an  evidence  of  our  good  faith  in  our  official  organ,  the 
Conference  Board  of  Lay  Activities  has  subscribed  to  this  publication  for 
ever7  pastor  and  presiding  elder  in  the  Holston  Conference  for  the  ensuing 
Conference  year. 

F — Ca-oferation  With  Other  Boards 

We  believe  in  the  whole  program  of  the  church.  We  favor  operating 
as  a  unit.  To  this  end,  we  pledge  loyal  co-operation  with  all  other  boards 
in  every  effort  to  deepen  the  spiritual  life  of  our  people  and  make  possible 
the  practice  of  a  vital,  living,  creative,  soul-saving  religion. 

G — Conclusion 

We  desire  to  thank  all  pastors  and  presiding  elders  for  their  co- 
operation during  the  year.  We  want  to  be  useful  in  the  Kingdom.  Our 
one  desire  is  to  make  some  contribution  toward  the  building  of  a  society 
where  his  will  may  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  in  Heaven.

During  the  Conference  year  just  past  the  sum  of  about  $8,000.00 
has  been  collected  on  the  special  effort  for  the  Superannuate  Endowment 
Fund.  This  has  been  done  through  the  faithful  and  persistent  effort 
of  our  Conference  Director,  Dr.  J.  N.  Hillman,  together  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  pastors  in  the  Conference.  One  year  remains  to  us  of 
the  quadrennium  in  which  to  redeem  the  balance  of  our  pledges  to  this 
cause. 

Your  Board  of  Finance  sincerely  wishes  that  the-  members  of  this 
Conference  could  hear  the  heart-breaking  appeals  that  come  to  us  from 
the  men  and  women  who  are  looking  to  us  for  help.  These  appeals 
come  from  the  men  who  have  fought  our  battles  for  twenty  years,  for 
forty  years  and  some  for  fifty  years,  and  have  made  our  Holston  Con- 
ference what  it  is  today.  They  have  labored,  and  we  have  entered  into 
their  labors.  They  have  borne  the  burden  and  the  heat  of  the  day. 
Now  they  stand  aside  and  wait.  The  sword  has  fallen  from  their  hands, 
but  their  eyes  still  fla  me,  and  their  hearts  still  burn.  And  they  are 
needy.  They  need  shelter,  they  need  clothes,  they  need  bread.  They 
have  earned  these  things;  and  the  church  is  due  them  these  things  and 
more,  as  of  debt.     We  ought  to  pay  this  debt.

HENRY  C.  CLEMENS 

Henry  Columbus  Clemens  was  born  about  four  miles  east  of  Mary- 
ville,  in  Blount  County,  Tenn.,  November  12,  1854.  He  was  the  son 
of  Joseph  and  Jane  Clavin  Clemens.  In  writing  of  his  home  life  and 
early  training  he  pays  a  high  tribute  to  his  father  and  mother.  Like 
many  of  our  young  preachers  he  was  without  means  for  his  education. 
The  public  schools  of  his  neighborhood  gave  him  a  start,  and  he  perse- 
vered in  his  work  by  attending  Maryville  College.  Before  joining  the 
Conference  he  taught  in  Porter  Academy. 

In  February,  1881,  he  married  Miss  Minerva  Tennessee  French. 
In  August  of  the  same  year  he  was  licensed  to  preach  at  Seven  Island, 
on  the  Sevierville  Circuit,  Rev.  Frank  Richardson,  presiding  elder,  and 
Rev.  W.  B.  Murphy  secretary.  Brother  Clemens'  wife  died  in  Novem- 
ber, 1881.  In  the  year  1883  he  joined  the  Holston  Conference  in 
the  city  of  Chattanooga.  His  first  pastoral  charge  was  Knoxville  Circuit. 
He  remained  on  this  charge  full  four  years,  which  speaks  well  for  a 
young  preacher.  During  his  second  year  on  this  work  he  married  Miss 
Louisa  Perrin  Cardwell.  Through  an  effective  ministry  of  twenty-nine 
years  she  was  his  faithful  co-worker.  In  1912  he  took  the  superannuate 
relation,  and  lived  in  Johnson  City.  Superannuation  did  not  mean  a 
cessation  of  labor  on  his  part.  He  worked  harder,  perhaps,  than  many 
men  on  the  effective  list.  He  did  mission  work,  and  had  charge  of  the 
Associated  Charities.  He  knew  more  needy  people,  and  perhaps  min- 
istered to  more  needy  people  than  any  other  man  in  the  city.  He  had 
the  love  and  confidence  of  the  Johnson   City  people   in   a  large   degree. 

A  glance  at  the  list  of  his  appointments  will  show  the  hardships  he 
endured.  These  appointments  were  as  follows:  Knoxville  Circuit,  four 
years;  Sevierville  Circuit,  three  years;  Methodist  Hill,  one  year;  Madison- 
ville  Circuit,  one  year;  Pearisburg  Circuit,  two  years;  Seddon  Circuit,  one 
year;  Andersonville  Circuit,  one  year;  Dunlap  and  Whitwell,  two  years; 
Rutledge  Circuit,  one  year;  Fall  Branch,  two  years;  Mosheim,  two  years; 
Macedonia,  one  year;  Allisonia,  one  year;  Brookside,  one  year;  Charleston 
Circuit,  two  years;  Trenton  Circuit,  one  year;  Coeburn,  one  year;  Speer's 
Ferry,  one  year. 

Brother  Clemens  loved  to  hold  revivals.  He  preached  so  that  the 
people  were  convicted  and  brought  to  Christ.  Where  he  went  the  church 
was  built  up.  I  have  heard  an  old  saying  which  seems  in  place  here — 
"the  end  crowns  the  work."  It  was  beautiful  to  see  Brother  Clemens  in 
his  declining  days.  When  the  final  break  in  his  health  came,  his  family 
and  friends  sent  him  to  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital.  He  got  a  great  blessing 
out  of  that  trip,  and  I  feel  sure  his  life  was  prolonged.  He  talked  much 
of  his  life  as  a  preacher,  and  said  he  would  not  exchange  his  experiences 
for  those  of  men  in  other  callings. 

The  last  year  of  his  life  he  moved  to  Knoxville,  where  he  was  still 
hopeful  that  he  might  recover;  but  a  little  more  than  a  year  had  elapsed 
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when,  on  November  15,  1928,  he  passed  to  his  eternal  reward.  His  body 
was  carried  to  Logan's  Chapel,  in  Blount  County,  and  there  was  placed 
beside  his  mother  and  father,  where  he  had  longed  to  rest.  Rev.  M.  P. 
Carico,  a  devoted  friend,  conducted  the  service,  Revs.  Z.  B.  Randall,  R.  N. 
Havens,  R.  E.  Early,  and  J.  E.  Lowry  assisting.

WILLIAM  C.  THOMPSON 

William  Cortez  Thompson  was  born  at  Rose  Hill,  Va.,  Jan.  7,  1866. 
He  was  the  son  of  Stephen  N.  and  Ozina  Witt  Thompson  whose  ancestors 
were  pioneer  settlers  in  Lee  county.  He  gained  his  education  in  the 
public  schools  and  at  Cumberland  College,  which  was  then  operating  at 
Rose  Hill.  He  began  teaching  in  the  public  school  when  he  was  twenty 
years  of  age,  and  taught  for  twenty- four  years.  His  last  work  as  a  teacher 
was  at  Lincoln  Memorial  University,  where  he  was  principal  of  the 
preparatory  school. 

He  was  converted  and  united  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  at  Speak's  Chapel,  under  the  ministry  of  Rev.  W.  M.  Bellamy, 
who  served  the  Powell's  Valley  Circuit  from  1884  to  1886.  This  was  in 
his  eighteenth  or  nineteenth  year.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  by  District 
Conference,  at  Coeburn,  Va.,  in  1903  and  was  ordained  local  deacon  by 
Bishop  Morrison  at  Bluefield,  Oct.  12,  1907.  At  this  time  he  was 
admitted  on  trial  into  the  traveling  connection.  He  was  admitted  into 
full  connection  at  Chattanooga  in  1910;  and  was  ordained  elder  by  Bishop 
Kilgo  at  Abingdon  in  1912.  He  served  the  following  charges:  Powell's 
Valley  (junior  preacher)  1907;  Nickelsville  1908-09-10-11;  Tom's 
Creek  1912-13;  Coeburn,  1914;  Burke's  Garden  and  Tazewell  1915- 
16-17-18;  Mary  Street  1919-20-21-22;  Gate  City  1923;  St.  Paul  1924; 
Virginia  Ave.,  Bristol,  1925.  In  1926  he  was  superannuated  and  so 
continued  to  the  end. 

After  having  given  himself  to  teaching  for  twenty-four  years,  he 
gave  himself  without  reserve  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  His  work  on 
Nickelsville  Circuit  was  notable  for  its  evangelistic  fervor  and  faithful 
application  to  all  pastoral  duties.  He  held  successful  revivals  in  his  own 
charges  and  in  the  charges  of  other  pastors.  The  revivals  held  at  Gate 
City,  Big  Stone  Gap,  Wise  and  elsewhere  were  among  the  most  successful 
meetings  held  in  Holston  Conference  in  the  past  decade.  He  led  the 
people  of  Mary  Street  (now  Reynolds  Memorial)  in  the  erection  of  their 
beautiful  stone  church.  While  this  was  being  done  successful  revivals  were 
held  and  all  other  interests  of  the  church  were  given  careful  attention. 
Into  this  work  he  had  put  so  much  of  his  energy  that  he  was  not  after- 
wards able  to  keep  up  the  pace  of  strenuous  work  and,  three,  years  later, 
while  serving  Virginia  Avenue  his  health  became  so  impaired  that  he 
could  no  longer  do  the  work  which  he  dearly  loved.  He  continued  to 
hope,  however,  to  the  end  that  he  would  recover  and  again  go  forth  to 
preach  the  gospel. 

On  Dec.  15,  1887,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Harriet  Emily  Speake  of 
Rose  Hill,  whose  fidelity  and  affection  supported  him  in  all  the  labors  of 
his  life.     Mrs.  Thompson  and  the  following  children  survive:     Mrs.  J.  T. 
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Robinson,  Roy  A.  Lucile,  Neal  and  Eugene  Thompson.  One  daughter, 
Maude,  died  at  fifteen  years  of  age;  He  is  also  survived  by  a  brother, 
W.  V.  Thompson,  and  a  sister.  Miss  Ora  Lee  Thompson.  He  spent  the 
last  two  years  of  his  life  with  his  family  in  the  comfortable  superannuates' 
home,  on  Seventh  Avenue,  Bristol,  provided  by  the  late  Major  A.  D. 
Reynolds.  His  health  had  declined  rapidly  during  this  time  and  on 
Jan.  28,  he  had  a  severe  attack  with  his  heart  and  was  taken  to  the  Kings' 
Mountain  Memorial  Hospital,  where  he  lingered  for  two  weeks,  passing 
from  his  earthly  labors  and  associations  on  Feb.  1 1,  1929.  Funeral  services 
were  held  at  Mary  Street,  conducted  by  Rev.  S.  B.  Vaught  and  Rev. 
R.  B.  Piatt,  with  many  other  ministers  in  attendance.  Tenderly  the  body 
Vvas  laid  to  rest  in  the  cemetery  at  Emory.

JAMES  A.  LYONS 

James  A.  Lyons  was  the  son  of  Daniel  Lyons  and  Sybella  Lonas 
Lyons;  his  father  was  born  near  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  his  mother  near  Knox- 
ville.  Their  home  was  an  institution  of  Christian  nurture,  where  daily 
prayers  were  offered.  Ministers  were  frequent  and  welcome  guests.  On 
one  occasion  the  bishops  were  entertained  in  the  home  of  the  boy  who 
Was  to  be  a  preacher  among  the  preachers  of  his  church.  He  was  born 
July  3,  1845.  He  enjoyed  the  best  educational  advantages  of  the  young 
city  of  Knoxville,  until  interrupted  by  the  War  Between  the  States.  Two 
years  after  the  close  of  the  war,  in  the  spring  of  1  867,  he  entered  East 
Tennessee  University,  in  the  preparatory  department.  Eight  months  later 
he  was  in  the  sophomore  class,  but  was  exhausted  by  intense  application. 
With  great  reluctance  he  was  forced,  by  impaired  health,  to  forego  further 
pursuit  of  college  study.  Just  before  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  of 
1868,  he  accepted  a  position  as  instructor  in  the  Tennessee  School  for 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  which,  for  some  time,  had  been  urged  upon  him.  It 
was  understood  that  this  engagement  was  temporary;  but  seven  years  were 
devoted  to  this  work. 

When  the  War  Between  the  States  began,  he  found  employment  with 
the  leading  jeweler  in  Knoxville.  In  May,  1863,  he  enlisted,  at  Shelby- 
ville,  Tenn.,  in  Company  E.,  19th  Tennessee  Infantry,  C.  S.  A.  He 
participated  in  all  engagements  of  his  company  after  his  enlistment,  in- 
cluding the  fighting  around  Nashville,  Chattanooga  and  Atlanta.  He  was 
wounded  at  Atlanta  July  22,  1864;  but  vvas  with  Johnston  in  North  Caro- 
lina at  the  surrender  in  April,  1865.  After  being  mustered  out  he  walked 
home  from  Greensboro,  reaching  Knoxville  on  May  15th.  Soon  after 
reaching  home  he  returned  to  the  jewelry  business  as  jeweler  and  watch- 
maker in  the  firm  of  Smith  and  Lyons.  The  business  proved  profitable 
and  prospects  were  bright  for  a  successful  business  career ;  but  business 
was  not  to  be  the  sphere  of  the  youthful  veteran. 

As  suddenlv  and  unexpectedly  as  to  Saul  of  Tarus,  came  a  call  to  the 
gospel  ministry.  This  conviction,  though  fought  for  months,  finally 
resulted  in  the  full  surrender,  Dec.  24,  1  866,  at  a  great  revival  conducted 
by  Rev.  George  A.  Caldwell,  of  Bristol,  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church

of  Knoxville.  His  mother  had  dedicated  him  to  God  for  the  ministry 
and,  when  he  told  her  of  his  call  she  replied,  "I  have  been  expecting 
that."  There  was  left  no  room  for  doubt  or  hesitancy.  He  had  been 
active  in  Christian  service  and  was  to  so  continue;  the  while  he  taught  in 
the  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  he  was  superintendent  of  Church 
Street  Sunday  School.  After  the  call  to  the  gospel  ministry  came,  there 
were  the  questions  of  his  business  and  of  the  completion  of  his  education. 
He  was  too  dependable  to  leave  a  partner  without  due  notice  and  proper 
termination  of  obligations.  He  regretted  the  time  consumed  in  making 
these  arrangements  and  some  times  accused  himself  of  "unwarrantable 
pride";  but  his  fidelity  left  his  partner  in  position  to  build  up  a  business 
which  continues  to  occupy  a  place  of  leadership  in  the  growing  city. 

While  superintending  Sunday  School  and  teaching  the  deaf,  he  was 
licensed  to  preach,  April  30,  1870;  and  was  ordained  local  deacon  at 
Asheville,  N.  C,  in  1874.  On  Monday,  Oct.  25,  1875,  he  was  admitted 
on  trial  into  Holston  Conference,  which  was  meeting  at  that  time  in  the 
church  in  which  he  had  lived  and  labored  from  his  youth.  Church  Street. 
Two  years  later  he  was  received  into  full  connection  at  Cleveland,  Tenn. 
He  was  ordained  elder  in  1879,  at  Abingdon,  Va.  He  continued  In  active 
Work  for  thirty-six  years;  was  supernumerary  thirteen  years;  superannuated 
for  four  years.  Fifty-three  years  he  gave  to  the  ministry.  Twenty-one 
years  he  served  as  pastor:  Mossy  Creek  Circuit  1875-6;  Athens,  1878; 
Jonesboro,  1882;  Centenary,  Knoxville,  1889-90;  Gonzales,  Texas,  1891; 
Cleveland,  1892-3;  Sweetwater,  1894-5;  Johnson  Citv,  1899;  Fountain 
City,  1900-01-02;  St.  Elmo,  1905;  Pulaski,  1906-07-08-09;  Dayton, 
1910.  Two  years  presiding  elder  of  Cleveland  District  1896-97.  In 
1877  he  served  as  assistant  editor  of  the  Holston  Methodist  and  in  1898 
as  editor  of  the  Midland  Methodist.  In  1879  he  was  appointed,  at  his 
own  request,  Conference  Sunday  School  Secretary;  an  entirely  new  office, 
without  salary,  in  which  he  continued  for  three  years.  In  July,  1883, 
with  some  reluctance  he  accepted  the  position  of  assistant  editor  of  the 
Sunday  School  literature  of  the  church,  serving  with  the  late  Dr.  W.  G.  E. 
Cunningham  for  five  years.  He  resigned  this  office  in  1889  to  re-enter 
the  pastorate.  In  1898,  while  serving  as  editor  of  the  Midland  Methodist^ 
he  also  served  as  Conference  Missionary  Secretary;  and  for  three  years 
(1903-05)  he  served  as  Secretary  Conference  Board  of  Education. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Margaret  Lenoir  on  March  6,  1884.  In 
1891,  seeking  a  more  salubrious  climate,  on  account  of  his  wife's  health, 
he  transferred  to  the  West  Texas  Conference  and  was  appointed  to 
Gonzales.  Mrs.  Lyons  died  at  Center  Point,  Texas  In  1892,  leaving  two 
children,  a  daughter  and  son,  the  latter  being  only  six  weeks  old.  This 
son,  who  was  cared  for  during  nine  years  by  Mrs.  Ellen  Reese,  is  n'ow  an 
honored  member  of  the  Arizona  Conference,  Rev.  James  L.  Lyons. 

He  was  married  the  second  time  to  Miss  Jennie  Buchanan  at  Glade 
Springs,  Va.,  April  6,  1901,  with  whom  he  lived  in  faithful  and  happy 
wedlock  for  twenty-seven  years,  until  his  death  left  the  devoted  wife  In 
lonely  sorrow.     The  daughter  and  son  are  both  living. 

Brother  Lyons'  deepest  interest  was  the  Christian  training  of  young 
people.     Beginning  his  mature  life  as  a  teacher,  he  never  lost  enthusiasm 
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in  this  work.  His  experience  as  superintendent  of  a  Sunday  School  brought 
his  unusually  alert  mind  to  face  the  problems  of  character  building  in 
the  church.  No  man  of  his  day  gave  more  study  to  such  problems.  He 
thought,  spoke,  wrote,  prayed,  planned  and  worked  to  make  the  church 
effective  in  the  service  of  Christian  nurture.  Five  years  before  he  became 
an  itinerant  preacher  he  read  a  Sunday  School  report  in  Holston  Con- 
ference, which  was  the  sensation  of  the  session.  His  work  as  Conference 
Sunday  School  Secretary  gave  large  impetus  to  Sunday  School  work  in 
Holston  Conference.  Perhaps  the  most  fruitful  and  satisfying  years  of 
his  life  were  those  spent  as  assistant  editor  for  the  General  Sunday  School 
Board.  He  was  a  pioneer  in  the  introduction  of  new  methods  of  organiza- 
tion, administration,  and  teaching.  He  originated  the  "Complete  Sunday 
School  Record",  which  is  still  widely  used.  He  wrote  "The  Sunday 
School  and  its  Methods",  the  first  book  of  its  kind  published  in  the  South. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Education  for  eight  years, 
the  last  four  of  which  he  was  president  of  that  board.  Following  this 
he  was  for  nine  years  a  member  t>f  the  Conference  Sunday  School  Board, 
seven  years  as  its  president. 

He  was  always  interested  in  trying  to  promote  the  establishment  of 
mission  schools,  and  was  deeply  distressed  because  his  Conference  did  not 
maintain  such  schools.  Alert  in  mind  to  the  last  he  was  deeply  interested 
in  all  important  matters  of  public  interest.  His  last  act  was  to  write  on 
the  pad  which  he  kept  on  his  bed:  "I  am  eternally  opposed  to  the  liquor 
traffic — J.  A.  Lyons." 

Brother  Lyons  was  also  a  faithful  and  successful  pastor  and  presiding 
elder.  The  church  at  Cleveland  was  built  under  his  pastorate,  the  plans 
being  drawn  by  him.  He  won  friends  wherever  he  lived.  His  genial 
disposition,  active  mind  and  interesting  conversation  made  him  a  most 
agreeable  companion;  those  who  had  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  association 
with  him  were  likely  to  seek  the  renewal  of  such  privilege.  Through  the 
long  years  of  his  life  there  was  never  the  slightest  doubt  of  his  integrity, 
sincerity,  faithfulness  and  devotion.  After  his  retirement  from  active 
work  in  1911  he  lived  at  Keywood,  near  Glade  Springs,  Va.  Never  of 
robust  health,  his  infirmities  had  increased  in  recent  years.  For  two  years 
he  had  known  of  the  fatal  malady,  which  was  to  bring  him  great  suffering, 
and  which  could  have  no  other  ending  but  death.  He  was  cheerful  and 
patient  to  the  end.  Tenderer  or  more  constant  care  could  not  be  given 
than  he  received.  When  the  end  came,  Feb.  18,  he  was  ready  for  the 
call.     It  had  been  his  custom  to  be  ready  for  whatever  call  came  to  him. 

At  the  home,  with  wife  and  daughter  and  faithful  friends,  tender 
funeral  services  were  held  in  the  early  morning  by  L  P.  Martin.  Then, 
accompanied  by  the  family,  the  body  was  taken  to  Knoxville  by  automobile 
and  tenderly  laid  to  rest  in  Old  Gray  Cemetery;  services  at  the  grave  were 
conducted  by  Rev.  Frank  Y.  Jackson.

LEONARD  J.  WILLIAMS 

Leonard  J.  Williams  was  born  at  Graysville,  Ga.  June  22,  1872. 
He  was  the  son  of  Thomas  H.  and  Sara  Ann  Williams.     Being  born  of

religious  parents  and  reared  in  the  atmosphere  of  a  Christian  home  he 
came  to  manhood  clean  in  life  and  wholesome  in  character.  Those  who 
knew  him  best  said  of  him,  "He  was  always  a  good  boy."  At  an  early 
age  he  was  happily  converted.  He  was  blessed  with  a  definite  experience 
of  saving  grace.  Immediately  after  his  conversion  he  became  active  in 
Christian  service.  He  identified  himself  with  the  work  of  the  Sunday 
Schools,  giving  much  time  to  the  interest  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  the 
country  districts  of  his  native  county. 

Brother  Williams  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1902,  remaining  in  the 
local  ranks  for  two  years.  He  was  admitted  into  the  traveling  connection 
on  trial  by  the  Holston  Conference  in  1904;  was  ordained  a  deacon  by 
Bishop  Galloway  in  1906;  and  was  ordained  an  elder  by  Bishop  Hoss  in 
1908.  He  served  the  following  charges:  Trenton,  one  year;  Mountain 
City,  three  years;  Sutherland,  one  year;  South  Pittsburg,  one  year; 
Appalachia,  two  years;  Clinton,  three  years;  Washington  Pike,  six  months. 
While  serving  the  church  at  Washington  Pike  his  health  failed,  and  at  the 
succeeding  session  of  the  Conference,  1919,  his  name  went  to  the  super- 
annuate list,  where  he  remained  until  March  16,  1929  when  God  called 
the  weary  pilgrim  home. 

Brother  Williams  was  twice  married.  First  to  Miss  Ora  May  Julian. 
She  lived  but  a  few  months  after  their  marriage.  In  1904  he  was  married 
to  Miss  Jessie  Leake,  daughter  of  Rev.  Sanford  Leake,  of  the  North 
Georgia  Conference.  To  this  union  three  children  were  born.  All  are 
living  as  follows:  Rev.  Thomas  L.  Williams,  a  student  at  Emory  Uni- 
versity; Miss  Mary  L.  Williams,  a  teacher  in  the  schools  of  Hamilton 
County,  Tenn.,  and  Rev.  Harry  S.  Williams,  student  in  Emory  and 
Henry  College. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  be  associated  with  Brother  Williams  for  five 
years  during  the  time  of  his  superannuation.  He  and  his  family  were 
members  of  the  congregation  at  Highland  Park,  Chattanooga,  Tenn.  It 
was  a  benediction  to  have  him  in  the  services.  His  prayers  always  lifted 
us  closer  to  God.  The  last  years  were  filled  with  great  sufferings.  These 
he  bore  with  great  patience  and  Christian  fortitude.  "He  endured,  as 
seeing  him  who  is  invisible."

JOHN  G.  HELVEY 

John,  Granville  Helvey  was  born  at  Round  Bottom,  Bland  County, 
Va.,  December  29,  1879,  and  went  home  to  heaven  from  Bluefield,  W. 
Va.,  April  14,  1929.  He  went  to  the  Bluefield  Sanitarium  a  few  days 
prior  to  his  death  for  an  operation  for  appendicitis,  which  seemingly  was 
successful,  but  a  little  later  it  became  apparent  that  he  was  in  a  dangerous 
condition;  but  he  rallied  and  there  was  much  hope  for  his  recovery.  How- 
ever, both  he  and  his  wife  seemed  to  have  a  premonition  that  he  would 
not  recover.  He  passed  out  into  the  richer,  fuller  life  peacefully,  and 
thus  ended,  in  its  very  prime,  a  life  of  devotion  and  service.  God  has 
use  for  him  elsewhere. 

Brother  Helvey  was  a  son  of  William  B.  and  Martha  Elizabeth 
Helvey,  and  he  was  a  twin  brother  to  Henry  G.  Helvey;  there  were  four 
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other  brothers  and  five  sisters.  He  was  reared  in  a  quiet  country  home 
where  love  ruled  and  where  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  was  a  matter  of 
personal  experience.  In  that  home  they  sought  that  Icnowledge  of  per- 
sonal salvation  which  is  attested  by  the  Spirit  of  God  and  which  is  obtain- 
ed through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  As  evidence  of  the  godly  atmosphere  in 
which  he  was  reared  we  recall  that  his  sister,  Dora,  who  was  in  preparation 
for  mission  work  in  Korea,  was  called  home  to  heaven  in  the  midst  of 
her  task.  Two  children  from  one  home  called  into  special  work  for  God 
and  the  Church  bear  strong  testimony  that  the  home  was  modeled  after 
the  fashion  laid  down  in  the  New  Testament.  I  dwell  upon  this  because 
I  would  impress  those  who  hear  and  shall  read  this  memoir  with  the 
fruit  born  of  the  Christian  home  and  its  value  in  the  hour  of  passing  as 
well  as  the  hope  it  gives  for  the  future. 

Brother  Helvey  attended  Graham  Collegiate  Institute  while  Rev. 
M.  P.  Carico,  D.  D.,  was  president  of  that  institution,  but  his  preparatory 
and  college  work  were  done  at  Emory  and  Henry  College.  He  worked 
his  way  through  college  as  a  cobbler,  and  yet,  despite  this  handicap,  he 
completed  four  years  of  high  school  and  four  of  college  work  in  five 
years,  and  was  graduated  in  June,  1914.  In  college  he  was  active  in  the 
Literary  Society,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  in  all  church  work.  In  all  this, 
as  in  every  other  relationship,  he  stood  for  the  highest  and  best. 

He  was  admitted  to  the  Holston  Conference  on  trial  at  Bristol  in 
1914  with  a  class  of  18,  and  finished  the  course  in  four  years.  They 
stand  in  their  places  today  to  testify  to  his  high  standards  of  preaching 
and  living,  his  courage  and  his  faith.  Brother  Helvey's  first  appointmenl 
was  Grundy  Station,  where  he  remained  three  years;  then  to  Richlands 
for  one  year;  to  Northfork  for  four  years;  to  Lebanon  for  four  years, 
and  was  appointed  to  his  fifth  when  the  death  of  Brother  A.  S.  Thorn, 
at  Pocahontas,  created  a  vacancy  to  which  he  was  appointed.  He  was  in 
his  third  year  as  pastor  of  this  appointment  when  the  summons  came  to 
come  up  higher.  In  each  of  these  appointments  he  was  promoted;  and 
it  is  but  proper  that  I  should  say  that  he  could  have  been  returned  to 
any  appointment  he  served  with  delight  to  the  people,  to  him  and  to  his 
wife. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Lessye  Lee  Perkins,  October  20,  1915,  by 
Rev.  C.  C.  Weaver,  D.  D.  This  union  was  a  most  happy  one.  TheJ 
were  congenial,  and  having  no  children,  every  task,  whether  in  the  home, 
the  study,  the  church  or  social  life,  was  a  task  for  both.  They  went  hand 
in  hand  about  the  work  to  be  done,  and  it  was  a  model  life  they  lived. 
His  home  was  patterned  after  the  one  in  which  he  was  reared.  How 
happy  they  were  in  their  work  and   in  the  company  of  each  other! 

Brother  Helvey  heard  the  call  to  preach  when  he  was  but  a  lad,  but 
he  did  not  fully  surrender  until  he  was  about  seventeen  years  of  age. 
From  that  surrender  there  was  never  a  waver  from  a  fixed  and  steady 
purpose,  but  he  gave  himself  wholly  to  the  ministry  of  the  Word,  and 
was  happy  in  the  work  to  which  God  had  called  him.  Because  of  an 
invalid  father  he  could  not  leave  home  to  attend  college  until  he  was 
well  into  the  twenties.  But  his  call  held  steady,  and  he  regarded  a  call 
to  preach   as  a  call  to  prepare  to  preach.      When   that  opportunity  came 
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he  eagerly  sought  that  preparation  of  mind  which  he  had  so  long  felt 
in  heart.  To  Brother  Helvey  his  conversion  and  call  to  preach  were 
sacred.  He  seldom  spoke  of  either  unless  to  an  intimate  friend  and  then 
with  a  reverence  in  the  very  manner  and  tone  of  his  voice  that  was 
indicative  of  his  sincerity.  His  ideals  were  high.  Character  and  in- 
tegrity were  far  more  highly  valued  by  him  than  applause  or  popularity. 
He  made  no  compromise  with  sin.  He  stood  for  and  fought  for  the 
right  in  all  things.  He  loved  the  people  whom  he  served  and  was  loved 
by  them.  "Served"  is  an  appropriate  work  and  full  of  meaning  when 
applied  to  his  labors  in  the  pastorate.  He  literally  served  his  people 
with  a  glad  and  happy  heart. 

It  was  my  high  and  happv  privilege  to  know  our  Brother  Helvey 
most  intimately.  He  was  worthy  of  the  high  place  he  held  in  the  esteem 
and  affection  of  his  brethren  in  the  Conference  and  the  churches  he 
served.  Those  who  knew  him  best  loved  him  most.  I  never  knew 
him  to  compromise  with  a  conviction.  He  was  faithful  to  his  Church 
and  her  authority.  He  was  an  ideal,  home-loving  husband,  a  church- 
loving  pastor,  a  God-loving  Christian,  a  servant  of  God  and  humanity 
because  of  these  dominant  characteristics. 

We  tenderly  laid  his  earthly  remains  away,  yonder  amid  the  pines 
on  the  hillside  overlooking  Emory  and  Henry  campus,  where  sleeps  the 
dust  of  so  many  of  his  brethern.

ROBERT  A.  OWEN 

Robert  Alexander  Owen,  son  of  Thomas  Pinkney  and  Jane  Rogers 
Owen,  was  born  in  Macon  County,  North  Carolina,  near  the  town  of 
Franklin,  August  25,  185  3,  and  died  in  Johnson  City,  Tenn.,  April  20, 
1929,.  at  the  age  of  more  than  75  years.  Te  was  a  member  of  the 
Holston  Conference,  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  5 1  years  and 
six  months.  The  exact  date  of  his  licensing  cannot  be  accurately  stated, 
but  he  was  a  local  preacher  two  or  more  years  before  he  entered  the 
itinerant  ranks,  for  he  served  one  year  as  a  local  supply  before  he  applied 
for  admission  on  trial  in  the  traveling  connection.  While  traveling  the 
Clintwood  charge,  1921-22,  a  store  room  in  which  was  stored  some  of 
his  household  effects  was  burned,  and  some  of  his  valuable  papers  were 
destroyed;  all  his  credentials  were  burned.  The  records  show  that  he 
was  recommended  to  the  Annual  Conference  by  the  Quarterly  Conference 
of  the  North  Haywood  Circuit.  Perhaps  at  that  time  the  Pigeon  River 
Circuit  was  a  part  of  the  North  Haywood  Circuit.  His  education  was 
received  from  the  common  schools  of  his  community  and  from  a  High 
school  of  his  county  of  which  Rev.  John  W.  Bowman  was  principal. 
-  -  He  was  married  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Sherrill,  of  Webster,  N.  C, 
Nov.  11,  1881.  To  this  union  were  born  seven  children:  Elizabeth 
Sherrill,  who  died  at  the  age  of  12  years;  Hettie  Enloe,  who  died  at  the 
age  of- 20  years;  Melvin  Katherine,  now  Mrs.  Frank  St.  John,  and  living 
in  Great  Neck,  Long  Island,  N.  Y. ;  James  Trent,  now  living  in  East 
Las  Vegas,  New  Mexico;  Robert  Alexander,  Jr.,  who  died  at  the  age  of 
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22  months;  Jennie  Rhea,  who  died  at  the  age  of  25  years,  and  Sara 
Jackson,  unmarried,  and  living  in  New  York  City.  His  wife  died 
October  9,  1912.  Four  years  later  he  was  again  married,  September  14, 
1916,  to  Miss  Ella  Roberta  Broyles,  of  Johnson  City,  Tenn.,  who  for  a 
little  more  than  13  years  has  proved  herself  to  be  a  faithful  helpmeet 
and  companion.      She  still  survives  to  honor  his  memory. 

Robert  A.  Owen  was  admitted  on  trial  in  the  Holston,  Conference, 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  at  Cleveland,  Tenn.,  Oct.  1877, 
and  served  in  the  active  ranks  of  the  Methodist  itinerancy  for  fifty  con- 
secutive years.  At  the  session  of  the  Conference  held  at  Magnolia 
Avenue,  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  1927,  he  asked  for,  and  was  granted  the 
superannuate  relation,  which  he  held  one  year  and  six  months,  or  to  the 
day  of  his  death.  If  we  count  the  year  he  served  as  a  supply,  and  the 
year  and  a  half  he  was  a  superannuate,  then  out  of  a  life  of  75  years, 
he  was  a  preacher  of  the  gospel  for  52  years,  or  for  all  his  life  except 
25  years.     Few  men  have  a  higher  record  in  years  of  service. 

In  the  50  years  of  his  active  ministry  he  served  the  following 
appointments:  Charleston  and  Robinsville,  Murphy,  Webster,  Waynes- 
ville,  Macon,  Murphy  again,  all  these  in  what  is  now  the  territory  of 
the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference;  then  Mossy  Creek,  Strawberry 
Plains,  Sequachee  District,  Sweetwater,  Lead  Mines,  Princeton,  Pearisburg, 
Rogersville,  Morristown,  Erwin,  Bluff  City,  Pennington  Gap,  Cedar 
BJuff,  Clintwood  and  Radford.  All  these  appointments,  except  Sequachee 
District  and  Radford,  the  last  appointment  he  served,  were  Circuits. 
The  highest  salary  he  ever  received  was  $900,  and  that  on  the  Sequachie 
District  where  it  required  nearly  half  of  it  to  pay  his  traveling  expense. 
His  average  salary  for  fifty  years  was  $634.  How  he  managed  to  live, 
raise  a  family  of  seven  children,  educate  them,  sending  some  of  them  to 
college,  and  keep  out  of  debt  is  nothing  less  than  marvelous.  Yet  there 
are  in  Holston  scores  of  men  who  are  doing  the  same  sort  of  thing  today. 
Be  it  said  to  his  honor  he  left  no  debts  unpaid. 

Robert  Alexander  Owen  was  a  good  man.  It  has  been  mv  privilege 
to  know  him  from  the  davs  of  his  boyhood  to  the  dav  of  his  death,  and 
I  do  not  hesitate  to  sav  I  never  knew  a  better,  cleaner  man.  When  he 
was  sixteen  vears  old  he  was  made  a  class  leader,  and  from  then  to  the 
day  of  his  death  he  held  official  relation  to  the  church,  and  in  all  that 
time  there  is  not  a  stain  on  his  good  name.  He  was)  clean  in  his  speech 
because  he  was  clean  in  his  soul.  He  hated  hypocrisy  and  insincerity, 
and  in  his  own  experience  he  Avas  alwavs  more  than  he  professed.  He 
was  an   Isrealite   In  whom  there  was  no  guile. 

As  a  preacher  he  was  not  above  the  ordinarv.  He  was  sometimes 
even  prosy.  He  read  the  Bible  and  Methodist  theology  and  knew  both 
so  far  as  books  were  concerned,  but  had  no  systematic  knowledge  of  either. 
Indeed  I  doubt  if  he  ever  thought  of  systematizing  his  knowledge,  and 
yet  he  possessed  a  well  trained  mind.  His  mind  was  under  such  control 
as  that  when  he  put  his  attention  to  the  reading  of  a  book  nothing 
confused  him.  Men  could  talk  all  around  him  without,  for  a  moment, 
distracting  him  from  the  subject  in  hand.  In  preaching  he  was  never 
confused.      What    he    had    prepared    he    said    with    clearness    till    he    had 
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finished.  There  were  in  his  preaching  no  flights  of  oratory,  and  no 
sprightly  epigramatic  expressions;  nor  were  there  any  depressions  or  con- 
fusions of  thought.  As  a  result  he  averaged  well  with  himself.  His 
style  was  expository  and  hortatory,  and  these  qualities  were  in  every 
sermon  he  preached.  He  was  not  a  great  rivivalist,  though  he  received 
into  the  church  about  1200  members  in  the  course  of  his  ministry.  But 
he  always  left  his  charge  in  good  condition  for  his  successor,  and  I  think 
the  records  will  show  that  his  successors  generally  enjoyed  seasons  of 
more  than  ordinary  refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  due  very 
largely  to  his  careful  instruction  and  sound  gospel  preaching. 

Brother  Owen  excelled  as  a  pastor.  I  never  knew  one  who  surpassed 
him  in  that  field.  This  is  the  highest  praise  that  can  be  given  to  any 
preacher  of  tha  gospel.  He  was  the  most  tireless  and  methodical  pastor 
I  have  ever  known.  There  was  no  detail  of  the  pastorate  that  did  not 
receive  his  careful  attention.  He  knew  by  name  all  his  members  and 
the  names  of  their  children  as  well.  Every  interest  of  the  church 
received  his  watchful  attention,  and  he  was  always  ready  to  answer  any 
question  as  to  the  condition  of  his  charge.  I  have  been  twice  his  pre- 
siding elder  and  speak  advisedly  of  his  work  as  a  pastor.  He  was  always 
prepared  to  answer  any  question  at  his  quarterly  conference,  and  to 
give  accurately  any  information  as  to  the  condition  of  his  charge.  The 
sick  and  the  poor  received  his  sympathetic  attention,  and  when  he  visited 
them  they  felt  instinctively  that  a  friend  and  brother  had  come.  There 
were  many  that  went  before  him  as  a  preacher,  but  few  who  excelled 
him  as  a  pastor.  It  was  under  his  ministrv  in  his  first  year  that  I  was 
converted  and  joined  the  church,  thereby  becoming  a  charter  member 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  Bryson  City,  N.  C,  for 
until  he  came  to  that  mission  there  was  no  church  organization  in  our 
village  of  any  denomination.  In  about  six  months  after  I  joined  the 
church,  he  appointed  me  class  leader,  though  I  was  the  youngest  member 
of  the  church.      Thus  mv  active  work   in  the  church  begun. 

After  a  short  funeral  service  conducted  on  Monday  afternoon,  April 
22,  1929,  at  the  home  of  his  brother-in-law,  Mr.  William  R.  Pouder, 
of  Johnson  City,  Tenn.,  by  Rev.  C.  K.  Wingo,  Dr.  E.  E.  Wiley,  Rev. 
K.  W.  Cox,  and  Rev.  O.  R.  Tarwater  of  t  he  M.  E.  Church,  his  body 
was  brought  to  Pearisburg,  Va.,  where  on  April  23  a  further  funeral 
service  was  conducted  from  the  Methodist  church,  of  which  at  one  time 
he  had  been  the  pastor,  by  his  life  long  friend,  the  writer  of  this  memoir, 
assisted  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Baylor,  Rev.  W.  S.  Hendricks,  Rev.  C.  W.  Kelley, 
and  his  last  presiding  elder,  Dr.  J.  R.  Brown,  in  the  presence  of  a  large 
congregation  of  former  parishioners  and  friends.  We  laid  his  body  to 
rest  in  the  cemetery  at  Pearisburg,  Va.,  beside  his  beloved  daughter, 
Hettie,  to  await  the  resurrection  morning.

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CHARLES  R.  BROWN 


Charles  Robert  Brown  was  born  near  Tazewell,  in  Tazewell  County, 
Va.,  September  29,  1864.  He  was  the  son  of  William  H.  Brown,  the 
grandson  of  William  Brown,  and  the  great-grandson  of  Low  Brown, 
who  was  one  of  the  intrepid  pioneers  of  the  Middle  West,  fighting  with 
George  Rodgers  Clarke  in  Illinois  and  was  with  Lewis  and  Clarke  in 
their  expedition  into  Montana.  The  Brown  family  was  of  Scotch 
extraction.  They  came  to  this  country  during  the  Colonial  period  and 
settled   in  Virginia. 

With  such  ancestral  background  and  worthy  lineage,  Charles  Robert 
Brown  was  born,  the  only  son  in  a  family  of  five  children.  Due  to 
careful  parental  training  and  the  influence  of  the  church,  the  principles 
of  the  Christian  faith  were  deeply  implanted  in  his  life  during  child- 
hood. When  only  a  young  man,  he  became  deeply  impressed  with  his 
need  of  salvation.  Hearing  of  a  Methodist  revival  which  was  in  progress 
in  a  small  country  church  some  distance  from  his  home,  he  decided  to 
attend.  At  the  altar  of  that  little  church  he  found  the  Lord.  So  deep 
was  the  work  of  grace  which  he  experienced  on  that  occasion,  and  so 
complete  was  the  change  wrought  in  his  heart,  that  he  never  afterward 
doubted  that  the  "Gospel  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  every 
one  that  believeth."  In  later  years  when  he  would  refer  to  this  experi- 
ence, as  he  often  did,  in  sermon  or  exhortation,  his  face  would  light  up 
with  a  peculiar  radiance,  and  his  heart  would  overflow  with  spiritual 
fervor   and   eloquence. 

He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Tazewell  and  at  Emory 
and  Henry  College.  On  leaving  college  in  the  year  1888,  and  having 
heard  the  call  to  enter  the  ministry,  he  applied  for  license  to  preach,  and 
in  1889  he  was  admitted  on  trial  in  the  Holston  Conference.  His  first 
appointment  was  to  Honaker,  Va.,  where  he  served  one  year.  He  then 
spent  one  year  at  Coopers,  W.  Va.  His  next  appointment  was  to  the 
East  Fifth  Avenue  Church,  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  where  he  labored  for  two 
years.  He  was  then  for  one  year  pastor  of  the  Rockwood  Church  at 
Rockwood,  Tenn.,  and  the  next  two  years  he  was  at  Welch,  W.  Va.  Due 
to  failing  health  he  found  it  necessary  to  take  a  rest,  and  accordingly  he 
held  the  supernumerary  relation  for  three  years.  In  the  year  1900, 
anxious  to  resume  the  work  to  which  he  believed  the  Lord  had  called 
him,  he  applied  for  work  again.  He  received  an  appointment  to  Poca- 
hontas, ^'a.,  but  again  his  health  failed  and  he  was  forced  to  retire  per- 
manently from  the  active  ministry.  He  then  moved  back  to  Tazewell, 
the  place  of  his  birth,  where  he  remained  until  his  death. 

Although  his  health  would  not  permit  further  strenuous  activity  as 
a  preacher,  yet  during  the  long  period  of  his  supernumerary  relation  he 
rendered  invaluable  service  to  the  church.  For  many  years  he  was  superin- 
tendent of  the  local  Sunday  School ;  he  was  a  loyal  supporter  of  the 
church,  giving  liberally  of  his  means,  which  were  by  no  means  meagre, 
and  he  knew  how  to  be  a  wise  and  brotherly  counselor  to  his  pastor. 
Being  a  man  of  Christian  character  and  fine  judgment,  and  of  wide 
information   and   business   ability,   he   was   always   a   potent    force    in    the 
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community  for  righteousness  and  civic  betterment.  Not  least  among  the 
valuable  services  which  he  rendered  were  the  comforting  words  spoken 
and  the  fervent  prayers  offered  with  the  sick  and  sorrowing  of  his  com- 
munity.     His  pres2nc2  was  a  benediction   in   times  of  grief. 

Brother  Brown  knew  how  to  pray,  for  he  knew  his  Lord.  No  one 
could  have  prayed  as  he  prayed  without  knowing  Him  to  whom  his 
petitions  welg'clirected.  His  prayers  in  the  congregation  were  clothed 
in  beautiful  language,  that  flowed  with  perfect  ease  and  simplicity,  giving 
to   the   hearer  the   impression   of   friend   in    fellowship  with    friend. 

His  wife  was  Miss  Sallie  Cooper  of  Coopers,  W.  \''a.,  to  whom  he 
was  united  in  marriage  December  29,  189L  She  was  a  woman  of 
superior  character,  a  beautiful  Christian  life.  She  was  the  center  of  a 
truly  happy  home,  where  the  three  children,  Charles  Robert,  Jr.,  Mary 
and  May,  who  survive,  were  brought  up  in  the  "nurture  and  admonition 
of  the  Lord."  In  September,  1922  the  delightful  circle  of  the  earthly 
heme  was  broken  and  made  sad  by  Mrs.  Brown's  passing  to  the  eternal 
home  above.  She  was  joined  in  the  new  home  by  her  husband  on 
April   23,    1929,  when  he,  too,  was  taken. 

Brother  Brown  was  a  man  of  great  faith,  of  high  ideals,  and  of 
lofty  purpose.  His  love  of  the  good  and  the  true  was  always  apparent, 
but  his  whole  nature  seemed  to  revolt  at  the  very  appearance  or  suggestion 
of  evil.  His  faithfulness  to  those  committed  to  his  care  was  ever  beau- 
tiful, and  the  genuineness  of  his  loyalty  to  the  church  inspired  confidence 
in  the  sincerity  of  his  religious  profession.  With  unshaken  faith  in  the 
promises  of  God,  and  in  quietness  of  spirit  he  said  good-bye  for  the  last 
time  to  his  children  whom  he  so  dearly  loved  and  departed  to  take  his 
place   in  the   family  circle  of  the   Heavenly   Home.

K.  C.  ATKINS 

Kennerlv  C.  Atkins  was  for  more  than  a  half  century  one  of  the 
finest  exemplars  of  the  best  traditions  of  the  Methodist  itinerancy.  With- 
out once  seeking  an  easy  charge,  or  shunning  a  hard  one,  he  accepted  the 
bishop's  appointment  fifty-two  times  as  the  will  of  his  Lord  and  obediently 
and  cheerfully  went  forth  to  make  full  proof  of  his  ministry. 

He  was  born  near  Providence  Camp  Ground,  in  Grayson  County, 
Va.,  November  16,  1843,  the  son  of  Daniel  and  Elizabeth  Moore 
Atkins.  He  was  converted  in  his  youth  and  united  with  the  Methodist 
church.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  at  Providence  Camp  Grounds,  Sept. 
1,  1867  by  John  M.  McTeer,  presiding  elder;  admitted  on  trial  into 
Holston  Conference  at  the  1867  session  at  Asheville,  N.  C. ;  ordained 
deacon  at  Abingdon,  Va.,  Sept.  25,  1869  by  Bishop  D.  S.  Doggett, 
ordained  elder  at  Marion,  Va.,  Oct.    18,    1873   by   Bishop  J.   C.   Keener. 

His  first  appointment  Avas  the  Hillsville  Circuit,  now  in  the  Wythe- 
ville   District;   his   last   was   Emerald   Avenue,    in   the   Knoxville   District. 
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In  his  long  itinerant  career  he  served  all  grades  of  charges  from  the 
smaller  circuits  and  stations  to  the  districts  and  larger  stations.  Of  his  fifty- 
two  years  in  the  ministry,  twelve  were  spent  in  Virginia,  four  in  North 
Carolina,  and  thirty-six  in  Tennessee.  Among  his  larger  charges  were 
the  Wytheville,  Abingdon,  Morristown  and  Johnson  City  stations,  and 
the  Asheville,  Morristown  and  Chattanooga  Districts. 

He  was  happily  married  December  20,  1875  to  jy^iss  Annie  A. 
Brazelton,  of  Charleston,  Tenn.,  who  survives  him,  having  been  his 
constant  companion  and  loving  helpmeet,  and  the  sympathetic  sharer  of 
his  toils  and  cares,  in  joy  and  sorrow  alike,  for  fifty- four  years.  Their 
union  was  blessed  with  five  children — four  sons  and  one  daughter.  The 
daughter  died  in  infancy.  The  sons  survive  him:  Hugh  B.,  of  Asheville, 
N.  C;  Isaac  S.,  of  New  York  City;  Frank  H.,  of  Fountain  City,  Tenn., 
and  Harry  P.,  of  Knoxville,  Tenn. 

Brother  Atkins  was  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary  ability.  He 
spent  three  years  as  a  student  at  Emory  and  Henry  College  but  did  not 
finish  the  full  course.  He  often  expressed  regret  that  he  allowed  himself 
to  be  persuaded  to  leave  college  (the  reason  for  which  was  the  urgent 
need  of  preachers  to  properly  care  for  the  work)  before  he  had  received 
his  degree.  He  sought  to  make  up  for  this  deficiency  by  a  study  of  the^ 
history  and  doctrines  of  the  church  in  which  he  became  proficient.  He 
was  a  great  reader  and  was  unusually  well  informed  on  current  events, 
especially  as  they  aff'ected  the  work  and  ministry  of  the   church. 

In  every  sphere  of  life  he  was,  to  the  full  measure  of  Christian 
manhood,  a  man,  an  humble  and  devout  Christian,  a  sympathetic  pastor, 
a  devoted  husband  and  father,  a  kind  and  helpful  neighbor,  a  good 
citizen,  in  war  as  in  peace;  for  in  the  dark  days  of  Civil  strife  he  was 
a  soldier  of  the  Confederacy,  serving  as  a  first  lieutenant  and  for  a  long 
time  he  was  in  command  of  his  company,  then,  when  peace  had  come, 
he  turned  his  thoughts  toward  the  ministry. 

He  had  an  unwavering  faith.  His  mind  was  never  clouded  by 
doubts.  He  knew  whom  he  had  believed.  He  saw  the  path  marked 
out  for  him,  and  he  walked  in  it.  To  him,  Methodist  theology  was 
the  best  interpretation  of  the  Scriptures,  but  he  was  brotherly  and  broad- 
minded.  Always  charitable  and  tolerant,  he  freelv  conceded  to  others 
the  right  of  opinion  that  he  claimed  for  himself.  He  was  a  good 
sermonizer  and  he  preached  with  liberty,  fluency  and  fervor.  The  Lord 
blessed  his  ministry  with  many  conversions,  and  through  him  the  churches 
were  greatly  strengthened  and  edified.  He  was  particularly  effective  in 
prayer,  for  he  seemed  then  to  lay  hold  of  the  very  throne  of  grace  and 
to  prevail  with  love  so  that  congregations  were  aff'ected  with  a  sense  of 
the  divine  presence. 

He  was  loyal  to  the  whole  program  of  his  church.  Whether  it  was 
in  the  field  of  education  or  missions  or  evangelisim,  or  what  not,  that 
the  emphr.s's  was  laid,  and  a  call  for  special  service  was  made  he  never 
failed  to  answer  "here"  when  the  roll  of  Christ's  soldiers  was  called 
to  go  forward. 
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His  whole  life  was  characterized  by  simplicity.  Indeed,  this  was 
perhaps  his  most  pronounced  characteris'.ic.  His  preaching  was  in  simple 
language;  his  tastes  were  simple,  he  lived  simply  and  his  wants  were 
simple  and  few.  To  him,  to  have  enough  was  to  have  an  abundance. 
He  had  a  perfect  trust  that  his  Heavenly  Father  would  provide  for 
all  his  needs. 

His  last  years  were  like  unto  the  end  of  a  perfect  day,  calm,  peace- 
ful, unperturbed.  While  no  longer  actively  engaged  in  the  heat  of  the 
strife,  he  retained  a  keen  interest  in  tha  affairs  of  the  Kingdom,  and  in 
his  brethren.  He  read  the  church  papers  regularly  and  appreciatively 
and  manifested  deep  concern  for  the  prosperity  of  the  church. 

Almost  to  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  unusually  active  for  his 
age,  walking  daily  to  see  a  son,  and  attending  Sunday  School  and  the 
morning  preaching  service  every  Sunday.  Just  a  few  weeks  before  he 
passed  away  it  was  noticeable  that  he  was  becoming  feebler.  He  ceased 
from  his  daily  routine,  as  though  calmly  awaiting  the  summons.  Then 
on  May  24  in  his  86th  year,  with  no  illness  other  than  the  feebleness 
of  age,  and  without  pain,  he  peacefully  passed  out  of  the  tired  and 
worn  house  of  flesh  into  the  house  not  made  with  hands.  Funeral  services 
were  held  in  the  Fountain  City  Methodist  Church,  conducted  by  the 
writer,  assisted  by  Brothers  R.  N.  Havens,  S.  B.  Vaught  and  J.  W. 
Browning,  and  were  attended  bv  other  ministers  and  a  large  concourse 
of  friends,  many  of  whom  he  had  ministered  to  in  other  years.  His 
body  was  laid  to  rest  in  beautiful  Lynnhurst  Cemetery  to  await  the  day 
of  resurrection.

RUFUS  K.  TRIPLETT 

Rufus  Kincaid  Triplett,  son  of  William  and  Nancy  Portwood  Trip- 
lett,  was  born  in  Anderson  County,  Tenn.,  August  2,  1871.  His  mother's 
pastor,  Rev.  Ayres  Kincaid — now  of  sacred  memory — was  honored  with 
a  part  of  the  baby's  name.  Years  later  that  baby,  grown  to  boyhood,  was 
converted  in  a  meeting  held  bv  Brother  Kincaid.  When  nineteen  that 
boy  was  licensed  to  preach  at  Clinton,  Tenn.,  August  11,  1890,  Rev. 
R.  A.  Owen  being  the  presiding  elder  of  the  Sequatchie  District.  While 
a  student  at  Pikeville,  Tenn.,  Brother  Triplett  was  appointed  to  the 
Pikeville  charge  to  fill  a  vacancy  made  b}'  a  break-down  in  the  health  of 
Rev.  S.  H.  Hall,  the  preacher  there.  Rev.  L.  M.  Cartright,  presiding 
elder,  made  the  appointment. 

The  call  to  arms  in  the  Spanish  war  found  R.  K.  Triplett  a  volun- 
teer, who  made  a  creditable  record  in  the  far  away  Phillipine  Islands. 
In   Chattanooga,   at   Centenary   Church,    in    1900,    Brother   Triplett   was 
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admitted  on  trial  into  the  Holston  Conference,  coming  up  from  the 
Knoxville  District  under  Dr.  S.  D.  Long,  presiding  elder.  Bishop  John 
C.  Granbery  presided.  Two  years  later  Brother  Triplett  was  received 
into  full  connection  at  Wytheville,  Va.,  Bishop  H.  C.  Morrison  presiding. 
The  period  of  undergraduation  ended  at  Abingdon,  Va.,  in  1904,  Bishop 
A.  Coke  Smith  ordaining  the  undergraduate  an  Elder. 

In  1902,  while  in  charge  of  our  Highland"  Avenue  Church,  Brother 
Triplett  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Birdinett  Wardell,  of  Knoxville. 
Three  years  later  she  died  in  Erlanger  Hospital,  Chattanooga,  following 
a  surgical  operation,  her  husband  being  pastor  of  Hill  City  Church,  now 
Forest  Avenue,  North  Chattanooga.  In  1907  Brother  Triplett  came 
back  from  Spokane,  Washington,  whither  he  had  been  transferred  by 
Bishop  James  Atkins,  and  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  M.  Jackson,  of 
Jackson's  Point,  Lookout  Mountain.  They  went  back  to  the  Northwest. 
One  child,  a  son,  was  born  to  them,  he  being  now  a  student  at  Emory 
and  Henrv  College.  The  charges  filled  by  Brother  Triplett  were  as 
follows:  Knoxville  Mission,  East  Fifth  Avenue,  and  Highland  Avenue, 
all  in  Knoxville,  one  year  each;  Hill  City,  Chattanooga,  three  years 
and  a  part  of  a  fourth;  eight  vears  in  the  Northwest;  while  out  there  he 
was  in  a  terrible  railroad  collision,  which  put  him  in  a  hospital  for 
months,  his  life  being  despaired  of,  and  from  which  he  never  fully 
recovered;  he  came  back  to  Chattanooga  to  recuperate;  while  thus  recuper- 
ating he  yielded  to  the  writer's  urging,  and  took  charge  of  King  Memorial 
Church,  East  Chattanooga,  serving  there  four  years;  Whiteside  Street, 
now  Broad  Street,  five  vears;  Athens,  Tenn.,  three  vears;  he  was  finishing 
his  fourth  year  at  Ridgedale  when   death   called  him. 

I  doubt  if  anv  preacher  anywhere  was  ever  more  unselfishly  devoted 
to  serving  his  people  than  Rufus  K.  Triplett.  He,  like  his  Master,  went 
about  doing  good.  He  moved  needy  families,  sometimes  taking  goods 
and  chattels  away  back  on  top  of  Lookout  Mountain.  He  carried  people 
to  and  from  hospitals,  to  and  from  the  trains,  to  and  from  outings.  He 
was  truly  the  "friend  of  the  man  by  the  side  of  the  road."  During  his 
last  brief  sickness  he  sat  up  in  bed  to  marrv  a  couple  who  begged  him 
to  let  them  come  as  promised.  Twenty-four  hours  after  he  was  dead  a 
call  came  to  the  parsonage  from  a  desperately  sick  man  of  another  congre- 
gation to  come  and  see  him. 

"Angina  pectoris",  or  neuralgia  of  the  heart,  had  been  attacking  him 
off  and  on  for  some  time,  although  few  of  us  knew  it.  Saturday  morn- 
ing, August  17,  he  was  taken  to  Erlanger  Hospital.  Even  then  no  one 
anticipated  the  swift  work  of  the  disease.  Sundav,  in  the  gray  of  the 
morning,  the  end  came  suddenly.  Funeral  services  were  conducted  from 
Ridgedale  Church,  which  was  packed  as  never  before  in  its  historv,  with 
more  people  turned  away  than  got  inside.  Floral  tributes  filled  the  pulpit 
and  altar.  Numbers  of  our  own  preachers,  and  some  of  other  denomi- 
nations, were  in  attendance.  The  service  was  in  charge  of  the  writer, 
assisted  bv  Rev.  L.  M.  Cartright,  of  Spring  Citv — forming  a  coincident 
seldom,  if  ever,  seen — the  deceased's  first  and  last  presiding  elder  officiat- 
ing at  h-';  funeral.  Rev.  C.  A.  Beard,  of  Athens,  Tenn.,  read  the 
Scripture  lesson. 
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Policeman  on  street  corners  of  the  line  of  march  to  the  National 
Cemetery  stood  at  attention  as  the  procession  passed.  Masonic  and  mili- 
tary honors  were  held  at  the  grave  among  the  soldier  dead.  Salute  guns 
were  fired,  a  bugle  sounded  taps,  the  benediction  was  pronounced,  and 
the  saddened  people  went  silently  home,  conscious  that  a  gospel  hero 
had  conquered  the  last  enemy.

MRS.  J.  C.  MANESS 

Kate,  daughter  of  William  and  Louisa  Booth  Ashford,  was  born  in 
Watkinsville,  Ga.,  Nov.  17,  1860.  She  joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  when  she  was  eight  years  of  age,  and — in  the  words  of 
her  husband — "was  true  to  the  covenant  until  the  day  of  her  death." 
She  was  married  to  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Maness,  of  the  Holston  Conference, 
Sept.  26,  1890,  in  the  bride's  home  town,  Watkinsville,  Ga.,  althougii 
the  courtship  had  taken  place  in  Chattanooga,  where  she  then  lived  with 
her  brothers,  and  where  the  groom  was  serving  Cherry  Street  Church  as 
'pastor.  A  daughter,  Mary  Louise,  was  the  only  child  born  to  them,  but 
she  filled  the  home  with  brightness  and  joy. 

After  a  number  of  years  of  faithful  and  eff^icient  ministry,  Brother 
Maness  took  the  supernumerary  relation,  on  account  of  a  throat  trouble, 
and  moved  to  Decatur,  Ga.,  near  Atlanta.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to 
visit  in  that  home  more  than  once.  The  daughter,  grown  to  womanhood, 
had  married  Mr.  F.  H.  Robarts,  and  the  two  families  lived  together  as 
one  in  happy  unison. 

Mrs.  Maness  was  a  woman  of  unusual  culture  and  mental  equipment. 
She  read  much,  kept  abreast  of  the  times,  thought  for  herself,  and  dis- 
cussed living  issues  with  keen  discrimination  and  fair  judgment.  Her 
gracious  hospitality,  her  conversational  tact,  her  quick  wit  and  fine  cour- 
tesy, always  impressed  me,  as,  I  feel  sure,  it  impressed  others.  She  was  a 
devout  Christian.  Her  breadth  of  charity  toward  disputed  issues,  her 
gentle  bearing  toward  persons,  and  her  devotion  to  her  home  and  loved 
ones,  made  her  a  strong  woman. 

In  a  sanitarium  in  Atlanta  she  died  September  25,  1928 — only  a 
few  days  before  our  last  Conference  session  in  Princeton,  W.  Va.  By 
request  of  her  husband  the  reading  of  her  memoir  was  postponed  until 
this  session,  that  he  might  be  present.  She  died  as  she  had  lived — quiet, 
self-possessed,  without  fear,  and  ready.  Four  months  later,  her  daughter, 
Mrs.  Robarts,  died  in  an  Atlanta  hospital,  where  she  had  been  rushed  on 
a  Sabbath  evening  for  an  emergency  operation.  There  was  a  strong 
similarity  of  patient  endurance,  under  great  suffering,  and  of  an  unques- 
tioned triumph  of  faith,  in  the  deaths  of  mother  and  daughter.  The 
last  enemy  was  conquered. 

Our  hearts  are  full  of  tender  svmpathy  with  the  stricken  husband 
and  father,  who  loves  the  Holston  hills  with  a  passion.  He  and  his 
bereaved  son-in-law,  with  a  family  servant,  live  together  in  the  Decatur 
home.     In  the  lonely,  lonely  walk  toward  the  sunset,  our  Holston  super- 
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annuate  and  brother  beloved,   Joseph   C.   Maness,   is   comforted   by   faith 
in  God.     A  happy  home-going  awaits  all  of  us.

MRS.  P.  C.  FOOTE 

Sibyl  Alzara  King,  twelfth  child  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  H.,  King,  of 
Knoxville,  Tenn.,  was  born  Dec  26,  1900.  She  joined  the  New  Provi- 
dence Presbyterian  Church,  near  Knoxville,  when  she  was  twelve  years 
of  age,  and  made  a  faithful  working  member.  She  was  united  in  mar- 
riage to  Rev.  Phillips  C.  Foote,  of  the  Holston  Conference,  June  21, 
1926,  while  Brother  Foote  was  serving  Perry  Chapel,  in  Knoxville,  as  a 
preacher  on  trial  in  his  first  year.  That  fall  he  was  sent  to  the  Evensville 
Circuit,  in  the  Chattanooga  District,  where  he  remained  two  years. 
Phillips,  Jr.,  was  born  in  the  parsonage  at  Evensville  during  their  first 
year  there. 

They  were  moved  to  the  newly  formed  station  of  Jasper,  Tenn., 
which  they  liked  very  much — the  people  liking  them  very  much.  In 
the  spring  time  twin  baby  girls — Fannie  Lou  and  Emma  Sue — came  to 
the  Jasper  parsonage,  keeping  Brother  Foote  from  the  District  Conference 
at  Pikeville,  Tenn.  All  seemed  to  be  going  well  for  several  days,  when 
complications  set  up.  The  desperately  sick  young  mother  was  rushed 
to  a  hospital  in  Chattanooga,  and  everything  that  medical  skill  knew 
what  to  do  was  done  to  stay  the  ravages  of  infection.  Late  in  the  morning 
of  May  20,  1929,  she  fell  on  sleep.  Bravely  she  had  fought  to  live. 
Unselfishly  she  had  deplored  the  making  of  trouble  for  others,  and 
had  insisted  on  sacrifices,  disregarding  her  own  comfort  and  safety,  but 
had  patiently  yielded  to  the  doctors  and  those  about  her.  She  missed 
her  babes  back   in  Jasper,  but  met  the  last   enemy  without   faltering. 

Funeral  services  were  held  from  Coulter's  undertaking  parlors, 
Chattanooga,  the  presiding  elder  being  in  charge,  assisted  by  Rev.  R.  K. 
Triplett,  who  was  to  follow  in  a  few  months.  A  number  of  our  preachers 
were  present,  and  stood  together  for  a  moment,  the  company  joining 
them  for  the  benediction  by  Dr.  W.  S.  Neighbors.  Several  automobiles 
full  of  members  came  up  from  Jasper  to  lend  their  sorrowing  sympathy 
to  the  stricken  young  husband  and  relatives.  Floral  offerings  were  in 
profusion  and  beauty.  Next  day  another  service  was  held  at  the  New 
Providence  Presbyterian  Church,  near  Knoxville,  conducted  bv  Dr.  C.  W. 
Dawson,  the  pastor  of  her  childhood,  and  by  Mr.  Miles,  assisted  bv  Rev. 
Stanley  W.  Hayne,  of  our  Central  Church,  Knoxville.  The  brick  church 
was  crowded  with  people,  while  many  were  turned  away.  Four  preach- 
ers from  Chattanooga — R.  Lake  Wright,  C.  E.  Lundy,  J.  E.  Anderson, 
and  the  writer — had  motored  up,  and  were  there  to  pay  tribute  to  a 
comrade's  sorrow.  In  the  family  plot  in  the  church  cemetery,  on  a 
commanding  hillside,  Mrs.  Foote  was  laid  to  rest.  Brother  Foote's 
mother,  from  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  is  at  the  parsonage  in  Jasper,  keeping 
the  home  fireside  burning.

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MRS.  J.  E.  BRUCE 

Edna  Miranda  Harris,  daughter  and  ninth  child  of  Dr.  Alexander 
N.  and  Edna  Haynes  Harris,  was  born  May  5,  1860,  near  Jonesboro, 
Tenn.  Her  mother  was  a  sister  of  Hon.  Landon  C.  Haynes,  the  peerless 
orator  of  East  Tennessee.  At  the  age  of  fifteen  years  the  younger  Edna 
was  converted  and  joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  at 
May's  School  House  on  Cherokee.  She  lived  a  devoted  Christian  life  to 
the  end.  March  11,  1891,  she  was  united  in  marriage  to  Rev.  James  E. 
Bruce,  of  the  Holston  Conference,  and  served  with  him  the  hardest 
charges  in  the  Conference  without  murmur,  which  hardships  broke  her 
husband's  health,  and  stamped  themselves  indelibly  on  her  life.  Her 
husband  died  June  23,    1915. 

Mrs.  Bruce  served  ten  consecutive  years  as  president  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  of  Bland,  Va.,  physicial  infirmities  finally  forcing  her 
to  give  up  this  work.  For  twenty-five  years  she  taught  the  adult  Bible 
class  in  the  Sunday  School  at  Bland.  She  loved  Christian  work.  Next 
to  such  work,  she  enjoyed  her  connection  with  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star,  being  Worthy  Past  Matron  at  the  time  of  her  death.  At  the  home 
of  her  only  daughter,  Mrs.  Hazel  Bruce  Repass,  at  Bland,  Va.,  Mrs.  Bruce 
died,  June  25,  1929.  She  had  spent  several  winters  with  her  only  son, 
Haynes  Hoge  Bruce,  in  Baltimore  and  New  York.  Her  Illness  was  brief, 
but  she  bore  it  with  staunch  fortitude.  The  mention  of  her  church, 
even  up  to  the  hour  before  her  death,  was  on  her  lips.  At  the  time  of 
her  death  she  left  two  brothers — Joseph  A.  Harris,  of  Jonesboro,  Tenn., 
and  ex-Gov.  Nat  E.  Harris,  of  Georgia,  who  died  recently. 

The  funeral  services  of  Mrs.  Bruce  were  conducted  at  Bland,  Va., 
by  Rev.  Clarence  W.  Taylor,  assisted  by  Rev.  Sexton  Buchanan,  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  The  service  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  was 
also  a  part  of  the  last  rites.  The  writer  responds  to  a  written  request 
from  the  son  to  write  this  word  of  Conference  memorial.  For  the 
Conference  he  pays  a  word  of  tribute  to  another  of  the  heroines  of 
the  Methodist  itinerancy — those  good  women  of  the  parsonages,  who 
serve  patiently,  devotedly,  bravely,  and  make  the  preacher's  tasks  pos- 
sible. We  falter  at  the  record-broken  mortality  of  this  Conference  year 
— ten  preachers  and  nine  preachers'  wives  having  died  since  we  met  last 
at  Princeton,  W.  Va.     The  workers  fall,  but  the  work  goes  on.

MRS.  L.  L.  H.  CARLOCK 

One  of  the  most  interesting  and  instructive  of  all  studies  is  that  of 
the  development  and  influence  of  a  life  in  relation  to  its  environment 
and  tasks,  and  when  the  life  is  long  extended  and  the  environment  and 
consequent  tasks  are  varied,  there  is  an  enhancement  of  both  interest  and 
instruction.  It  is  doubtful  if  a  comprehensive  valuation  can  be  placed 
upon  life  within  quite  a  number  of  years  after  it  has  come  to  its  earthly 
end,  since  influence  is  such  an  extensive,  as  well  as  intensive,  quality; 
but  the  study  of  what  is  already  concrete  is  always  worthy  of  eff"ort. 
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Nancy  Cass  was  born  near  Athens,  Tenn.,  September  9,  1 849,  a 
daughter  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  M.  A.  Cass;  was  converted  and  jojned  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  her  girl-hood;  was  married  to 
Rev.  L.  L.  H.  Carlock,  D.  D.,  a  member  of  the  Holston  Conference, 
December  26,  1866,  and  died  at  the  home  of  one  of  her  daughters, 
Mrs.  John  B.  Kelly,  at  Old  Glade  Spring,  Va.,  on  October  16,  1928, 
being  survived  by  her  husband  and  six  children:  Judge  L.  H.  Carlock, 
of  Knoxville,  Tenn.;  Harold  Carlock,  of  Johnson  City,  Tenn.;  Mrs. 
James  K.  Brewer,  of  Bristol,  Va. ;  Mrs.  W.  M.  Hull  and  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Sheffey,  of  Marion,  Va.,  and  Mrs.  J.  B.  Kelly,  of  Old  Glade  Spring, 
Va.  One  daughter,  Mrs.  Robert  C.  Hornsby,  preceded  her  mother  to 
the  Better  Country. 

Almost  sixty-two  years  of  her  life  were  spent  as  the  wife  of  a 
Methodist  preacher  whose  itinerancy  carried  him  throughout  the  bounds 
of  East  Tennessee  and  Southwest  Virginia.  She  lived  in  the  country, 
in  small  towns  and  in  the  city,  and  thus  became  intimately  acquainted 
with  the  people  of  this  section  and  with  their  hopes  and  activities.  Her 
husband  was  on  circuits,  stations,  in  the  presiding  eldership  and  in  our 
schools,  and  thus  she  became  closely  identified  with  all  the  activities  of 
the  church  and  thoroughly  conversant  with  its  aims  and  purposes.  Know- 
ing both  the  people  and  the  church,  she  had  very  clear  convictions  as  to 
duties  and  the  relationships  which  ought  to  exist,  and  gladly  put  her  life 
into  making  her  ideals  concrete.  Her  influence,  quiet  and  unobtrusive, 
but  potent,  was  especially  exercised  in  the  schools  with  which  Dr.  Carlock 
was  connected,  and  the  tone  of  womanhood  in  all  this  country  was  greatly 
benefitted  through  her  influence. 

She  was  much  more  than  ordinarily  interested  in  the  events  of  history 
and  had  very  decided  opinions  regarding  the  trend  of  the  times.  Her 
mind  was  so  fashioned  that  she  was  able  to  connect  occurances  even 
when  they  were  separated  by  long  intervals,  and  her  opinions  were  thus 
always  founded  on  solid  bases.  To  the  end  of  her  life  there  was  no 
waning  of  interest  in  what  was  taking  place  in  the  world.  She  lived  in 
the  present,  not  the  past,  and  her  face  was  ever  turned  toward  the  to- 
morrows. She  was  never  tempted  to  ask,  "What  is  the  cause  that  the 
former  days  were  better  than  these?"  for  she  knew  that  such  an  inquiry 
was  "not  out  of  wisdom."  It  was  always  worth  her  while  to  live  in  as 
interesting  a  world  as  this,  and  to  the  end  of  her  days  she  was  intensely 
interested  in  on-going  events. 

She  was  not  a  voluble  woman,  given  to  much  speaking  concerning 
her  relationship  to  the  Lord,  but  her  faith  in  him  was  settled  and  com- 
plete. Whether  the  days  were  bright  or  dark,  she  walked  trustingly  and 
serenely,  and  even  when  her  physical  strength  had  greatly  abated  and  the 
end  of  her  life's  pilgrimage  was  not  far  away,  she  continued  in  her 
usual  quiet  way  and  there  was  no  hysteria  nor  signs  of  alarm  in  the 
steady  tones  of  her  voice.  For  approximately  three-quarters  of  a  century 
she  had  walked  with  God  and  had  tested  him  in  all  the  relations  of 
life.  He  had  never  failed  her,  and  it  never  entered  her  mind  that 
he  could  do  so. 
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So,  ful]  of  faith  and  the  good  works  which  spring  from  it,  she 
came  to  the  end  of  the  way,  leaving  an  incalculably  large  influence  for 
good  throughout  the  entire  bounds  of  the  Holston  Conference.  She 
sleeps  in  historic  Old  Glade  Spring  Cemetery,  close  to  the  home  of  her 
daughter,  Mrs.  Kelly. 

We  think  of  her  as  a  shining  illustration  of  that  verse  in  one  of 
William   Cowper's   great   hymns: 

"So  shall  my  walk  be  close  with  God, 
Calm  and  serene  my  frame; 
So  purer  light  shall  mark  the  road 
That  leads  me  to  the  Lamb."

MRS.  GEORGE  A.  MAIDEN 

Anna  A.  Warren  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  W.  and  Mary  Baker 
Warren.  She  was  born  at  New  Market,  Tenn.,  June  25,  1849.  When 
she  was  four  years  old  her  parents  moved  to  Washington  County,  Va., 
and  established  their  home  near  her  mother's  ancestral  home,  where  she 
grew  to  womanhood.  She  was  educated  in  the  neighborhood  school  near 
her  home,  at  Victoria' College,  Sweetwater,  Tenn.,  and  at  Martha  Wash- 
ington College.  Beginning  with  the  year  in  which  public  schools  were 
opened  in  Virginia  she  taught  in  a  school  near  her  home,  for  nine  years. 
She  was  descended  from  devoted  Methodist  ancestors  among  whom  were 
the  Earnests  of  Greene  County,  Tenn.  She  was  converted  under  the  min- 
istry of  Dr.  R.  N.  Price  in  1862  or  '63,  and  united  with  the  Methodist 
Church  at  Baker's  Chapel.  Here  she  held  her  membership  until  the  day 
of  her  death,  although  she  moved  frequently  with  her  itinerant  preacher 
husband. 

On  March  4,  1880  she  was  married  to  Rev.  George  A.  Maiden, 
with  whom  she  lived  happily  for  above  forty-nine  vears,  sharing  with 
him  the  labors  and  privations,  the  successes  and  joys  of  an  itinerant 
preacher's  life.  To  them  were  born  five  children,  three  of  whom  survive 
their  mother:  Mrs.  Mary  Be  ^^ille,  Warren  A.  Maiden  and  Earnest  E. 
Maiden;  the  third  child,  Wiley  Winton,  died  while  a  student  at  Emory 
and  Henry  College;  Georgiana,  the  youngest,  died  in  infancy.  There 
are  sixteen  grandchildren  and  one  great-grandson. 

Sister  Maiden  was  deeply  devoted  to  her  home  and  family.  As 
daughter,  sister,  wife  and  mother  she  met  the  calls  of  duty  with  glad 
and  willing  heart.  When  occasion  required  she  took  her  place  among 
active  church  workers  where  she  lived,  but  her  chief  loyalty  was  to  her 
home  and  family.  She  had  a  warm  heart  for  little  children.  Her  health 
had  been  delicate  and  precarious  for  several  years,  but  her  death  was 
hastened  by  a  fall  in  which  she  suffered  a  broken  hip.  She  was  taken 
at  once  to  the  hospital  where  she  received  every  attention  of  surgical  and 
medical  skill  and  where  thoughtful  nurses  gave  every  needed  service. 
She  was  patient  and  cheerful  to  the  end.  After  eight  weeks  of  slowly 
ebbing  strength  she  fell  asleep  on  March  29,  1929. 
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On  the  afternoon  of  Easter  Sunday  in  the  Methodist  Church  in 
Abingdon  reverent  funeral  services  were  held  by,  I.  P.  Martin  and  Rev. 
E.  D.  Worley,  and  the  body  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  cemetery  at  Emory. 
Tiie  hosts  of  friends  of  Rev.  George  A.  Maiden  will  sympathize  with 
him  in  the  bereavement  which  has  come  to  him  and  his  children  in  the 
loss  of  wife  and  mother.

WM.  R.  BARNETT 

William  Reagan  Barnett  was  born  in  Monroe  County,  Tenn., 
March  17,  1849.  His  parents  were  Michael  and  Melissa  McNutt  Craton 
Barnett.  When  their  son  was  three  or  four  years  old  they  moved  to  Roan 
County,  Tenn.,  where  the  father  found  employment  in  coal  mines  owned 
by  J.  C.  Vaughn,  afterward  Brigadier  General  in  the  Confederate  Army. 
A  year  later  the  family  returned  to  Monroe  County,  where  the  father 
was  employed  in  the  Tellico  Iron  Works.  The  family  afterward  moved 
to  Benton,  Term.,  where  they  lived  until  the  close  of  the  War  Between 
the  States. 

When  the  son  had  reached  the  age  of  forty  he  began  to  keep  a 
Journal,  opening  with  a  "sketch  of  his  life,"  in  which  he  says:  "The 
foundation  of  such  education  as  I  have  acquired  was  laid  at  Benton,  in 
Ocoee  Academy,  under  the  instruction  of  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Milburn,  a 
minister  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church.  I  subsequently  spent 
some  time  at  County  Line  and  Cedar  Bluff  Academies  in  the  county  of 
my  nativity.  But  I  have,  for  the  greater  part,  picked  up,  here  and 
there,  the  little  education  I  have.  In  January,  1864,  before  I  was  fifteen, 
I  entered  the  service  of  the  Confederate  Army.  I  served  first  in  Capt. 
W.  L.  Harbison's  Scout,  then  in  Captain  Roger's  Scout,  and  finally  in 
Company  E.,  Fifth  Regular  Tennessee  Calvary.  Our  regiment  belonged 
to  Wheeler's  Corps.  We  operated  in  Tennessee,  Georgia,  Alabama, 
Mississippi,  South  Carolina  and  North  Carolina.  I  made  a  number  of 
narrow  escapes  while  in  the  army.  While  charging  a  battery  at  Buck 
Head  Church,  Ga.,  my  horse  was  shot.  I  was  paroled  at  Charlotte,  N.  C, 
May  3,    1865." 

In  seventeen  months  he  had  served  in  six  States  and  hadi  been  asso- 
ciated with  such  men  as  were  not  to  be  found  in  the  obscure  village  in 
which  his  boyhood  had  been  spent.  The  educational  value  of  this  experi- 
ence enriched  all  of  his  after  life.  That  it  was  turned  into  gold  in 
the  alembic  of  his  personality,  is  a  strong  and  eloquent  tribute  to  his 
mother's  influence  upon  his  life.  Of  her  he  says:  "She  was  a  good 
woman.      She  was   a  member  of  the  M.   E.   Church,   South." 

After  the  war  he  taught  school  for  several  years.  He  savs  of  his 
conversion:  "I  was  converted  about  two  miles  and  a  half  below  Sparta, 
in  the  woods  near  Worley's  School  House.  I  was  engaged  in  teaching 
at  that  time.  My  conversion  occurred  on  the  20th  day  of  September, 
1867.  I  had  been  a  bad  boy — skeptical.  I  was  led  to  reflection  bv 
reading  the  contrast  between  Lord   Byron   the  Poet,   and   Henry  Martyn 
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the  Missionary.  Convinced  of  the  truth  ol  Christianity  and  the  reality 
of  experimental  religion,  I  began  at  once  to  seek  the  salvation  of  my 
soul.  During  the  12  o'clock  recess  the  next  day  after  my  awakening 
I  found  the  blessing  I  sought.  1  united  with  the  M.  E.  Church,  South, 
at  Sparta,  Tenn.,  under  the  ministry  of  the  Rev.  B.  N.  Stephens.  It  was 
at  night  and,  after  the  service,  Gen.  G.  G.  Dibrell  came  to  me  and, 
shaking  my  hand  warmly,  said,  'I  am  glad  you  have  joined  the  church.' 
The  memory  of  that  warm,  brotherly  grasp  has  clung  to  me  through  the 
intervening  years,  and  thrills  my  soul  as  I  write." 

After  conversation  the  call  to  preach  began  to  sound  through  his 
soul.  He  tried  to  study  medicine,  but  it  was  the  souls  and  not  the 
bodies  of  men  whose  needs  appealed  to  him  with  compelling  force.  He 
taught  school  again  for  two  or  three  years.  He  was  elected  principal  of 
Granville  Academy,  but  feeling  that  he  must  preach  he  did  not  take 
charge  of  the  school.  He  was  "licensed  to  preach  at  Wesleyanna,  Athens 
Circuit,  April  8,  1971,  Carroll  Long,  P.  E."  hi  October  of  that  year 
he  was  admitted  on  trial,  into  Holslon  Conference,  at  Morristown,  Tenn. 
Two  years  later  he  was  received  into  full  connection;  and  on  Oct.  19th, 
at  Marion,  Va.,  he  was  ordained  deacon  bv  Bishop  Keener.  During  his 
fourth  year  he  was  unable,  because  of  ill  health,  to  take  examination  in 
the  course  of  study,  but  the  following  year  finished  the  course  of  study 
and  was  ordained  an  elder  by  Bishop  Wightman,  at  Bristol,  Tenn.,  on 
Oct.  22,   1876. 

His  first  appointment  was  to  his  home  country,  Tellico  Mission, 
1871.  Then  followed:  St.  Clair  Circuit,  1872-73;  Greeneville,  1874, 
Rye  Cove,  1875;  St.  Clair  (again)  1876-77;  Newport,  1878-79; 
Powell's  Valley,  1880;  Jonesville,  1881-82-83;  Jonesboro,  1884;  Jones- 
boro  and  Johnson  Citv  Station,  1885-86;  Franklin  Station,  1887;  Frank- 
lin District,  1888-89-90-91;  Monroe  Station,  1892;  Mt.  Airy  District, 
1893-94;  Mt.  Airy  Station,  1895-96;  Centenary,  Knoxville,'  1897-98. 
Li  1899  he  became  supernumerary  and  in  1900  was  superannuated.  He 
had  struggled  with  ill  health  from  earlv  manhood  and,  at  the  age  of 
fifty-one,  was  permanently  disabled  for  the  work  of  serving  either  a 
district  or  a  pastoral  charge.  It  must  have  seemed  a  tragedy  to  a  mind 
so  active  and  a  spirit  so  devoted  to  find  himself  compelled  to  drop  out 
of  the  effective  ranks.  He  could  not  then  have  known  what'  all  of  his 
friends  now  know,  that  the  latter  half  of  his  life  was  to  be  as  fruitful 
as  the  early  half.  It  doubtless  required  more  of  devotion  and  patience 
to  serve  by  waiting  for  twenty-nine  vears  than  it  had  required  to  serve 
by  laboring  for  the  preceding  twenty-nine  years. 

While  serving  his  first  charge  in  the  county  in  which  he  was  born, 
he  won  the  heart  of  the  woman  who  was  to  be  the  joyful  companion 
of  his  life.  On  Nov.  11,  1872  he  was  married  to  Miss  Florie  Marcella 
Howard.  The  union  was  most  happy.  After  fifty-six  years  of  devotion 
and  fidelity  the  wife  finished  her  course  only  eight  months  before  the 
husband  to  whom  she  had  given  the  real  love  of  an  itinerant  preacher's 
wife.  Together  they  had  made  such  a  home  as  is  the  inspiration  and 
the  bulwark  of  civilization.  There  were  five  children  of  these  godly 
parents:     Cornelius  Howard,  who  died  when  seven  years  of  age;   Hugh 
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McNutt  is  a  lawyer  in  Knoxville;  Asbury  Gillespie  is  a  wholesale  mer- 
chant in  Asheville,  N.  C;  James  Fleming  is  a  minister  in  Holston  Con- 
ference, and  William  Reagan  is  a  wholesale  merchant  in  Knoxville.  All 
are  members  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  are  active  in  its  work. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  was  conferred  upon  him  by 
Weaverville  College.  He  was  entirely  worthy  of  such  honor.  Although- 
he  had  been  denied  the  privilege  of  college  training,  he  had  made  dili- 
gent use  of  the  course  of  study  which  itinerant  Methodist  preachers  are 
required  to  take  and,  after  completing  that  course,  had  continued  to  study 
until  the  end  of  his  days.  Endowed  with  a  strong  mind,  he  not  only 
acquired  a  rich  store  of  information,  but  also  acquired  ripe  wisdom  as  the 
result  of  deep  study  and  meditation.  He  was  both  a  theologian  and  a 
philosopher.  He  was  so  well  grounded  in  things  fundamental  that  he 
was  able  to  weather  the  storms  which  came  upon  his  life.  When  the 
question  of  the  transfer  of  North  Carolina  territory  from  Holston  Con- 
ference was  under  consideration,  he  stoutly  opposed  its  transfer.  But 
when  the  transfer  was  made  by  the  General  Conference,  in  1890,  he, 
being  in  the  territory  so  transferred,  continued  there,  serving  charges  in 
the  newly  formed  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  for  nine  years. 
The  love  of  Holston,  however,  prevailed  and  he  returned  hor^e  for  the 
last  two  years  of  his  active  ministry.  Here  he  spent  the  long  afternoon 
and  the  evening  of  his  life.  Like  the  Christian  philosopher  that  he  was 
he  found  peace,  contentment  and  joy  in  the  years  which  stretched  down 
the  sunny  slope. 

His  preaching,  like  his  conversation,  was  deeply  thoughtful.  There 
was  the  flavor  of  Christian  philosophy  in  all  of  his  utterances.  Those 
who  listened  to  him  must  needs  give  attention,  for  his  words  proceeded 
from  thought  to  thought  as  he  unfolded  the  Gospel ;  to  those  who 
followed  there  was  the  reward  of  crystal  clear  truth.  Frequent  references 
in  his  Journal  show  how  deep  was  his  interest  in  preaching  the  Gospel. 
He  did  not  cease  to  preach  when  superannuated,  he  loved  to  preach  and 
continued  to  do  so  as  long  as  his  strength  would  permit. 

During  this  last  period  of  his  life  he  made  his  church  home  at 
Church  Street,  where  he  became  a  familiar  figure  to  that  great  congrega- 
tion. A  prominent  layman  in  that  congregation  says:  "When  Dr. 
Barnett,  with  quiet  dignity,  walked  down  the  aisle  of  Church  Street 
Church,  the  whole  congregation  felt  like  standing  in  reverent  recognition 
of  his  great  character."  At  this  period  the  refined  humor,  innate  courtesy 
and  native  dignity  of  his  personality  came  to  ripe  and  mellow  perfection. 
He  was  richly  blessed  in  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  the  city  of  Knox- 
ville. Christian  civilization  produces  nothing  more  beautiful  than  such 
loving  reverence  and  thoughtful  care  as  was  shown  by  the  devoted  sons 
to  their  mother  and  father.  In  youth,  in  manhood,  in  labors,  in  waiting 
he  has  exemplified  the  promise  of  Our  Lord:  "I  am  come  that  they 
might  have  life,  and  that  they  might  have  it  more  abundantly." 

After  the  going  of  the  devoted  wife,  his  strength  had  declined  and 
he  had  grown  so  feeble  that  the  family  knew  that  the  end  was  approach- 
ing.    At  the  home  in  Knoxville  he  passed  quietly  to  his  eternal  rest  on 
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the  night  of  August  15th,  1929.  On  Saturday  morning,  August  17th, 
funeral  services  were  held  in  the  home  by  Rev.  R.  N.  Havens,  Dr.  T.  J. 
Eskridge  and  I.  P.  Martin.  The  body  was  borne  by  loving  hands  of 
sons  and  relatives  and  laid  to  rest  in  Greenwood  cemetery,  bv  the  side  of 
the  wife  who  only  eight  months  before  had  gone  home.

MRS.  W.  R.  BARNETT 

Mrs.  Florie  Marcella  Barnett,  nee  Howard,  was  born  Oct.  18,  1848 
and  departed  this  life  Nov.  18,  1928.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Cornelius 
M.  Howard  and  Elizabeth  Douthit  Howard.  Her  maternal  grandfather 
was  Dr.  Samuel  Douthit,  one  of  the  early  Methodist  preachers  in  the 
Holston  country,  who  preached,  practiced  medicine,  wrote  hymns  and 
reared  a  useful  family.  Her  great-grandfather,  Isaac  Thomas,  was  one 
of  the  noted  pioneers  of  East  Tennessee.  Her  father  was  a  member  of 
the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church;  her  mother  of  the  Methodist,  but, 
as  the  Methodist  Church  was  live  miles  from  her  home,  she  had  not 
formally  united  with  the  church  before  her  marriage.  She,  therefore, 
arranged  to  take  the  vows  of  membership  in  the  Methodist  church  at  the 
time  of  her  marriage.  When  the  marriage  ceremony  had  been  com- 
pleted, without  changing  position,  she  took  the  vows  of  church  member- 
ship. She  attended  the  neighborhood  school  near  her  home  and,  later, 
pursued  her  studies  in  Boliver  Female  z^cademy  at  Madisonvllle,  Tenn. 
Only  a  few  years  ago,  with  reminiscent  mellowness,  she  pointed  out  to 
her  husband,  her  room  in  the  old  house  where  she  spent  her  Academy 
days.  At  "River  View",  the  home  of  her  parents,  she  was  married,  Nov. 
11,  1872,  to  Rev.  William  R.  Barnett,  who,  the  preceding  year  had 
been  received  on  trial  in  Holston  Conference  and  appointed  to  Tellico 
Mission.  The  marriage  ceremony  was  performed  by  Rev.  Carroll  Long, 
presiding  elder,  who  also,  as  before  stated,  received  the  young  bride  into 
the  church.  The  presiding  elder  had  opposed  the  marriage,  but,  after 
meeting  the  girl,  gave  most  gracious  approval. 

Mrs.  Barnett  was,  preeminently,  a  devoted  wife  and  mother.  No 
wife  could  have  been  more  sympathetic  and  helpful.  She  was  always 
ready,  in  her  quiet  way,  to  do  tany  needed  work  in  the  church,  but  she 
regarded  her  home  as  the  chief  sphere  of  usefulness.  Whether  her  hus- 
band was  absent  or  present,  he  always  knew  that  the  household  was  moving 
well  under  her  wise  direction.  With  unfailing  diligence  she  watched 
over  her  children.  When  they  were  small  she  knew  where  they  were 
and  what  they  were  doing;  as  they  grew  up,  she  was  their  companion  and 
friend.  She  was  careful  that  her  children  should  understand  all  com- 
mands and  prohibitions.  They  gladlv  obeyed  her.  Their  devotion  to 
her  was  beautiful  to  behold;  and  it  knew  no  abatement  to  the  end.  There 
were  five  children  of  these  godly  parents:  Cornelius  Howard  died  when 
seven  years  of  age;  Hugh  McNutt  is  a  lawver  in  Knoxville;  Asbury 
Gillespie  is  a  wholesale  merchant  in  Asheville,  N.  C;  James  Fleming  is  a 
minister    in    Holston    Conference,    and    William    Reagan    is    a    wholesale 
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merchant  in  Knoxville.     All  are  members  of  the  Methodist  church  and 
are  active  in  its  work. 

For  fifty-six  years  this  good  woman  walked,  in  gladness  and  strength, 
by  the  side  of  her  intinerant-preacher  husband.  Her  life  was  no  less  a 
blessing  to  the  people  among  whom  they  lived  than  was  his.  Her  patience, 
kindliness,  faithfulness  and  good  cheer  were  known  to  hosts  of  friends- 
throughout  Holston  Conference.  In  a  personal  letter,  her  husband 
says:  "I  do  not  think  I  exaggerate  when  I  say,  that  Mrs.  Barnett  was 
characterized  by  industry,  energy,  resourcefulness,  intelligence,  sincerity, 
modesty,  generosity  and,  withal,  a  wholesome  sense  of  humor.  Her 
humor  dropped  out  occasionally,  even  during  her  last  illness." 

For  more  than  a  year  she  had  been  in  feeble  health,  but  was  active 
about  the  home  until,  in  walking  across  the  floor,  she  slipped  and  fell, 
breaking  her  hip.  Every  tender  care  and  ministry  which  could  be  given 
was  at  her  service  day  and  night;  but  the  weary  body  was  not  strong 
enough  to  stand  the  shock  and  rebuild  the  shattered  vitality.  She  was 
aware  that  she  was  approaching  the  end.  Lying  on  the  bed,  apparently 
asleep,  she  suddenly  opened  her  eyes  and,  looking  up,  said  with  a  smile, 
"I  am  going  home."  Later,  when  evidently  suffering  pain,  she  said, 
"Come,  quickly,  Lord  Jesus."  These  were  her  last  words  before  passing 
to  the  presence  of  her  Lord.  Tender  funeral  services  were  held  at  the 
home,  on  Twelfth  Street,  in  Knoxville,  bv  Dr.  P.  R.  Knickerbocker, 
assisted  by  Rev.  R.  N.  Havens  and  Rev.  J.  E.  Lowry.  There  was  a 
large  attendance  of  devoted  friends.  The  four  sons  and  two  grandsons 
claimed  the  privilege  of  performing  the  last  ministry  for  mother's  body; 
they  were  the  pallbearers.  The  body  was  laid  to  rest  in  Greenwood 
Cemetery.  "Precious  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord  is  the  death  of  His 
Saints."

HARRIET  NANCY  CARTRIGHT 

The  brevity  of  this  paper  can  but  faintly  reveal  the  wealth  of 
Christian  patience,  fortitude  and  love  which  God,  for  over  three  score 
years  and  ten,  released  through  the  life  of  his  now  sainted  daughter. 
Harriet  Nancy  Rhea,  daughter  of  John  N.  and  Ruth  M.  Rhea  of 
Sullivan  County,  Tenn.,  was  born  June  15,  1851,  and  died  at  her  home 
in  Spring  City,  Tenn.,  on  July  31,  1929,  aged  seventy-eight  years.  On 
October  23,  1873,  she  was  married  to  Rev.  Lemuel  M.  Cartright  of 
Sullivan  County,  Tenn.  To  this  happy  union  were  born  eight  children, 
four  sons  and  four  daughters,  five  of  whom  survive  her,  namely:  Rev.  N. 
Rhea  Cartright,  Mrs.  Lena  M.  Blair,  Miss  Frances  M.  Cartright,  Robert 
C.   Cartright   and   Miss   Elizabeth   R.   Cartright. 

Mrs.  Cartright,  having  been  born  of  Christian  parents  and  reared 
in  a  Christian  home,  professed  religion  in  her  early  girlhood  and  united 
with  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church.  Some  few  years  after  her  mar- 
riage, when  her  husband  had  entered  the  itinerant  ministr^^  she  joined 
the  M.  E.  Church,  South.  From  that  time  forward,  covering  a  period 
of  forty-five  years,  she  shared  the  joys  and  sorrows  of  itinerant  life  with 
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remarkable  fortitude.  In  all  these  eventful  years  of  stress  and  strain,  her 
faith  in  prayer  and  in  God's  willingness  to  answer  was  simply  sublime. 
She  loved  her  church  and  was  profoundly  interested  in  all  departments  of 
its  work,  especially  in  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  of 
which  organization  she  was  a  life  member.  During  all  the  years  of  her 
itinerant  life  her  home  was  open  to  her  friends,  especially  to  ministers 
of  the  gospel,  who  were  always  met  with  a  cheerful  smile  and  a  welcom- 
*ing  hand  clasp. 

During  the  last  few  years  of  her  life  she  was  a  great  sufferer  and 
but  for  her  remarkable  power  of  endurance  and  resolute  will  power,  she 
would  never  have  reached  three-score-years-and-ten.  Just  a  few  days 
before  her  death  she  said  to  her  husband,  "I  am  doing  my  best  to  get 
well,  but  if  I  do  not  it  will  be  all  right."  All  that  medical  skill  and 
careful  nursing  could  do  were  done  to  save  her  life,  but  to  no  avail.  Her 
life's  work  was  done.  The  weary,  tired  heart  ceased  to  function,  her 
immortal  spirit  stepped  out  of  the  frail,  suffering  body  and  was  borne 
by  angels  across  the  mystic  river  into  that  celestial  country  where  the 
inhabitants  know  no  sickness. 

Her  funeral  was  held  at  the  M.  E.  Church,  South,  in  Spring  City, 
Tenn.,  Dr.  J.  A.  Burrow,  Rev.  P.  H.  Horner  and  the  writer  (her  pastor) 
being  in  charge.      The  numerous  floral   tributes  which   fairly  banked  the 
altar  were  evidence  of  the  deep  love  and  esteem  of  her  many  friends. 
"Servant  of  God,  well  done. 
Rest  from  thv  loved  employ; 
The  battle  fought,  the  victory  won. 
Enter  the  Master's  joy."

MISS  MOLLIE  KENNEDY. 

Mary  Burrus  Kennedy  was  the  daughter  of  Rev.  James  S.  Kennedy 
and  Mrs.  Melinda  Williams  Stringfield  Kennedy.  Her  farther  was  the 
son  of  Granville  and  Mildred  Elume  Kennedy,  of  Madison  county,  Va., 
both  of  whom  traced  their  lineage  to  Scotch  Irish  ancestors.  Her 
mother  was  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Thomas  Stringfield  and  his  most  worthy 
wife,  who  was  the  daughter  of  one  of  the  most  influential  of  early 
Methodist  women  in  Holston  Conference,  Mrs.  Sarah  King  Williams. 
The  richest  strains  of  Methodist  ancestry  meet   in  these   families. 

Miss  Kennedy  was  born  at  Lawrenceville,  Va.,  x^ug.  27,  185  5.  Her 
father  was  then  serving  the  historic  Brunswick  circuit;  and,  just  as  John 
Easter, had  witnessed  there,  in  1787,  the  greatest  of  the  early  revivals 
of  American  Methodism,  so,  in  the  vear  in  which  the  subject  of  this 
sketch  was  born,  her  father  witnessed  what  he  declared  to  be  "the 
greatest  revival  in  his  whole  ministry."  The  home  of  the  devoted 
preacher  and  his  equally  devoted  wife  afforded  the  most  favorable  con- 
ditions for  the  development  of  Christian  character.  When  the  daughter 
was  ready  to  enter  college,  her  father  was  president  of  Asheville  Female 
College;  and  here  the  daughter  was  educated.  After  leaving  college  she 
taught   in   private   and   public   schools   in   North   Carolina,   Tennessee   and 
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Virginia,  thereby  securing  the  training  of  actual   experience  as  a  teacher. 

In  1889  Miss  Kennedy  went,  with  her  brother,  Rev.  James  L.  Ken- 
nedy, to  Brazil.  Her  brother  had  gone  to  Brazil,  in  1881,  as  a  mission- 
ary; and  now,  as  he  was  returning  to  his  work,  after  a  short  furlough, 
hii  sister  joined  him  in  the  same  field  and  work,  in  which  the  greater  part 
of  her  life  was  to  be  spent.  She  taught  for  nine  years  in  the  mission 
schools  in  Sao  Paulo,  Petropolis  and  Juiz  de  Fora.  A  good  part  of  this 
time  was  spent  in  association  with  her  sister,  Mrs.  Fannie  K.  Brown,  who 
was  also  working  as  a  missionary  in  Brazil.  She  returned  to  the  United 
States  in  1892,  but  went  again  to  Brail  in  1894,  continuing  there  for 
five  or  six  years.  In  1913,  after  the  death  of  Mrs.  James  L.  Kennedy, 
she  returned,  for  the  third  time,  to  Brazil.  For  six  years  she  remained 
with  her  brother,  making  a  home  for  him  and  his  two  motherless  daugh- 
ters, both  of  whom  married  missionaries  in  Brazil.  Miss  Kennedy  be- 
came very  proficient  in  the  use  of  the  language  of  Brazil ;  this,  together 
with  her  familiarity  with  the  customs  of  the  people,  made  her  highly 
valuable  in  the  work  of  the  home,  the  church  and  the  community.  Dur- 
ing her  first  years  in  Brazil  she  organized  the  first  Ladies  Aid  Society  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  Sao  Paulo.  Whatever  work 
she  did  was  done  with  whole  hearted  enthusiasm. 

When  she  was  no  longer  able  to  bear  the  burden  of  work  on  the 
mission  field,  she  gave  herself,  with  the  same  loyalty  and  grace  which  had 
characterized  her  more  active  da}'s,  to  the  circle  of  the  home  in  which 
she  lived  and  of  the  community  in  which  her  last  days  were  spent. 
Loved  and  revered  on  the  mission  field,  she  was  more  loved  bv  her  own 
family  and  by  her  neighbors  of  the  latter  days.  The  last  two  or  three 
years  of  her  life  were  spent  in  the  home  of  her  sister,  Mrs.  T.  E. 
George,  at  Broadford,  Va.,  near  the  old  parsonage  at  Union,  from  which 
she   had   gone   to  her  work   in   Brazil,   in    1889. 

She  was  one  of  ten  children,  of  whom  six  remain:  Rev.  James  L. 
Kennedy,  Brazil;  Mrs.  Fannie  K.  Brown,  Edwin  M.  Kenndy  and  Mrs. 
M.  K.  Finney  of  Knoxville;  Mrs.  Jas.  S.  St.  Clair  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  and 
Mrs.  T.  E.  George  of  Broadford,  Va.  She  had  been  quite  frail  for  a 
long  while  and,  during  the  last  year,  had  become  increasingly  feeble. 
The  end  came  so  quietly  but  so  swiftly  that  there  was  little  time  for 
sadness  of  farewell.  She  died,  as  she  had  lived,  with  quiet,  unwavering 
faith  in  God.  Having  committed  her  soul  to  Christ  in  vouth  she  was 
not  afraid  to  walk  with  him  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow.  She  died 
at  Broadford,  Va.,  in  the  home  of  her  sister  on  Friday,  Nov.  23,  1928. 
Her  body  was  taken  to  Knoxville  and,  after  tender  services,  conducted  by 
Dr.  P.  R.  Knickerbocker,  was  quietly  laid  to  rest  beside  the  dust  of  her 
sainted  father  and  mother  in  Old  Gray  Cemetery.
